LONDON, Oct. 25.—The formal trans- 
Ser of power from the Lloyd George to 
the Bonar Law Government was made 
today. The old Ministers went to 
Buckingham Palace and handed over to 
the King their seals of office. They 
Were received singly, and to, each the 
King spoke a few words ot tauredi- 
tion of his work. Then the new Min- 
igsters arrived and, after receiving the 
geals in their turn, were sworn in. 

The real event of the day, however, 
has been Mr. Lloyd George’s address to 
@bout 250 Coalition Liberals. It was a 
dignified defense of the principles of the 
coalition and the work of the coalition 
Government and was marked by much 
restraint in language and tone. 

The ex-Premier did not, Indeed, 
refrain from sending a few shafts after 
his opponents, as when he asked those 
who had marveled at the revolt of the 
Conservatives Under Secretaries to read 
the morning newspapers to learn the 
reason for it, and when he gave his 
views of Reginald McKenna. But he 
Was very careful not to say anything 
which would make future co-operation 
with other parties impossible. 

The most important part of his ad- 
dress came at the end as he gave formal 
warning to the Conservatives that they 
must not oppose the Coalition-Liberal 
candidates at the coming election unless 
they are prepared for a declaration of 
wer. In this Mr. Lioyd George was 
touching what is perhaps the most cru- 
cial point in the present political situa- 
tion. At the same time he announced 
that they would fight Labor and the 
Asquith Liberals at the polls, asserting 
that in each case any other course had 
been made impossible. 

He declared that the Coalition Liberals 
must stand for the country first and 
oppose radical labor on the one hand 
and die-hard reaction on the other. He 
appealed to them not to nurse any grlev- 
ances, but rather to consider anly the 
fnterests of the country. He declared 
he would support any Government that 
would give it a progressive and efficient 
government. 

At a meeting of the National Liberal 
members of the National Liberal Club 
tonight a resolution was passed advo- 
cating that ‘‘every sitting member of 
the Independent Liberal Party should be 
opposed py a National Liberal candidate 
in view of the fact that the Independent 
Liberal Party is opposing a large num- 
ber of Liberal members who are recog- 
nized as supporters of Lloyd George.”’ 


TEXT OF THE SPEECH. 


The text of Mr. Lloyd George’s speech 
follows: 

We are confronted with a very im- 
portant decision—a decision which 
affects not merely the future of those 
who are here and those wro support 
them in the country, but a decision 
which affects the interests of the coun- 
try itself, and that is a more impor- 
tant matter for us all. One chapter in 
the history of the politics of this coun- 
try bas for the moment been closed 
and a new one is opened. What is 

rinted on that page will depend 
argely upon the attitude which we 
adopt. 

It, therefore, 
sider calmly, with courage, 
absolute freedom from personal re- 
sentment [** Hear, hear! ’'’), with per- 
fect freedom from even legitimate in- 
dignation at the treatment accorded 
to us. The interests of the country 
must come first. [‘‘ Hear, hear! ’’] 
I Pave seen parties destroyed by per- 
gonal resentments. I have seen par- 
ties rendered impotent by personal re- 
sentments. I have seen their judg- 
ment deflected, and for that reason 
they were not making the contribu- 
tion they ought to ma to the well- 
being of the people, for whose pros- 

erity we are most deeply concerned. 

Ve will not make that mistake what- 
ever happens. 

We will consider the land to which 
we are deeply attached first. Its in- 
terest must be deepest in our hearts. 
Its interests must be highest in our 
eoncerns. Britain first and our party, 
even our own, second, and even last. 

Now that is our policy. Having 
ecttied that with that observation, I 
propose to examine quite candidly, 
and I hope quite fairly, the situation 
as -it presents itself to us. We are 
here to take counsel together as lead- 
ers of a very important political group 
in this country. Whatever happens, 
thet group is going to be an element 
in the determining of the fate of this 
country. Let us, therefore, take coun- 
gel at this important moment, at this 
decisive moment in our fate. 


Says He Stood for National Unity. 


We have stood for national unity; 
that the unity of all men, of all 
creeds, parties and sections, for the 
purpose of, first of all, winning the 
war and afterward extricating the 
country out of its after-war difficul- 
tics. That was our policy. It was our 
olicy then; it is our policy today.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 25.—Stand- 
ing in from a murky sea, the wraith of 
a ship in the twilight of a murky day,

oe Point the winner over the 
Gloucester schooner Henry Ford by the 
be of 7 minutes and 13 seconds, of- 
ficial time. 

It was the first victory for the 
schooner sailed by Captain Angus Wai- 
ters of Lunenburg and the second offi- 
cial race of the series. The initial con- 
test, sailed last Saturday, was not al- 
lowed by the International Sailing Com- 
mittee to ss0 on record as a race because 
the contenders made a false start, there- 
by voiding Captain Clayton Morrissey's 
victory in the Henry Ford. 

Not until nearly midnight last night 
was it certain that there would be a 
race today, or any day, for that mat- 
ter, as Captain Morrissey stood firm 
throughout yesterday in his determina- 
tion not to take his schooner again 
;over the course. The attitude of the 
| Gloucester skipper was that he had de- 
feated the Canadian in two races and 
that further contests were unnecessary. 
At a dinner given last night by Jon- 
athan Raymond and Mrs. Raymond at 
their Eastern Point home in honor of 
Captain Morrissey and his crew, the 
matter was talked over, and the Glou- 
cester captain was persuaded to start 
today. 

Now that the contests stand one and 
one, ‘another race will be necessary to 
decide the issue. But it was reported

Mott Weighing

Disposed to Be Hasty. 


Mrs. Jane Gibson, the middle-aged 
New Brunswick farmer, called ‘‘ the pig 
woman ’”’ because she raises pigs, wno 
says she was an eyewitness to the mur- 
der of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills at the Phil- 
lips farm on Sept. 14, gave reporters 
yesterday a partial account of what she 
had seen on the night of the murder. 
| While she was riding her mule, Jenny, 
| across the farm hunting for a thief who 
|had stolen corn from her own farm, 
about a mile away, she says, she heard 
quarreling and came upon a group of 
| two men and two women fighting under 
| the crabapple tree where the bodies of 
the rector and Mrs. Mills were found 
two days later. 

According to Mrs. Gibson, she is posi- 
tive, though the night was dark and 
there was no moon, that she could iden- 
tify the man she saw fire the four ghots 
which killed Rector Hall and Mrs. Mills. 
She refused to tell this man’s name, 
saying that the authorities had told her 


not to do so until an arrest had been 
made. 





Remembered Dying Screams. 


The new witness disclosed that she 
was in the prosecutor's office and came 
face to face with Mrs. Frances Noel 
Hall, the clergyman’s widow, a week 
ago Tuesday morning, when the widow 
and her two brothers, Henry and- Wil- 
liam Stevens,. were called to the court 
house for further questioning prompted 
by the new information received. She 
said that when she had come face to 
face with ‘‘ that woman,” she had felt 
sorry for her, but had remembered the 
dying screams of Mrs. Mills, and had 
realized that- justice must: be done. 

Mrs. Gibson signed an affidavit yester- 
| day for Wilbur A. Mott, the Deputy At- 
;torney General appointed on Monday to 
, tone charge of the investigation. Mr. 
Mott said that Mrs. Gibson had identi- 
fied a photograph of Rector Hall as that 
of one of the two men she had seen 
quarreling under the crabapple tree that 
night, but that he did not accept her 
identification as final. ‘‘As far us I 
know,”’ said Mr. Mott, ‘‘Mrs. Gibson had 
never seen the rector before, and If that 
is true, do you think it possible that she 
would have been able to tell who he was 
that night?” 


Won't Make Names Publile. 


It was reported that in the statement 
she made for Mr. Mott yesterday Mns. 
Gibson gave the authorities the name 
of the woman who, she says, exclaimed, 
“Oh, —,” and *“* Don’t! Don't! 
Don't!’’ to the man who did the shoot- 
ing, but Mr. Mott declined to discuss 
this feature of the case with reporters. 
He also declined to answer when he was 
asked if Mrs. Gibson had ever seen the 
; woman she names before the shooting. 
Although the name of the woman said 
to have been mentioned by Mrs. Gibson, 
as well as the man’s name she Is said to 
have called out, have been repeated free- 
ly in gossip about the courthouse in 
New Brunswick, none of the authorities 
with official knowledge of the case will 
authorize the publication of these names. 

Deputy Attorney General Mott said 
he could see no need at present for an 
immediate arrest. He is apparently 
convinced that Mrs, Gibson actually saw 
the shooting, but wants to go slowly 
| because of the lack of positiveness in 
her identification. Also, as he indicatea 
on Tuesday, it probably will take him 


some time to go over the evidence and 
statements of witnesses which have been 
turned over to him by _ Prasecutors 
Azariah M. Beekman of Somerset ana 
Joseph E. Stricker of Middlesex. 

That Mr. Mott has received new in- 
formation in the last day or two, which 
the County Prosecutors had been un- 
able to get in more than five weeks 
of investigation, and that this informa-

IN BERGIN TRAGEDY 


Jury With Six Woman Members 
Resents Dead Man’s Slur 
on Womankind. 


UPHOLDS “UNWRITTEN LAW” 


Cline Returns to Wife, Whose 
Relations With Movie Actor 
Led to Shooting. 


George Cline, Alice Thornton and 
{Charles Scullion were all acquitted yes- 
| teday in Hackensack, N. J., of the 
charge of murdering Jack Bergin, a 
|moving picture a'ctor, who was shot in 
‘Cline’s house in Edgewater, N..J., on 
Aug. 25. 

The verdict was rather a surprise to 
some who heard Justice C. W. Parker's 
charge, in which he said that there was 
nothing presented to uphold the defense 
of either self-defense or justifiable homi- 
cide. He said that the evidence showed 
that Bergin was driven upstairs at the 
point of a revolver, which did not sug- 
gest self-defense, and that the only 
justification for homicide was when a 
man was roused to sudden passion by 
finding his wife in the arms of another. 
A considerable time intervened between 
the intimacy with Bergin to which Mrs. 
Cline confessed and the shooting. 

One of the jurors after the acquittal 
zaid that the things which impressed 
the jurors, including the six women, 
more than anything else was Bergin’s 
statement that ‘‘all women are bums,” 
and his reference to Mns. Cline as a 
‘* bum "’ when confronted with her con- 
fession by Cline. 

‘“T have a wife and daughter, -and 
what Bergin said impressed me and all 
of us,’’ said one juror. And a woman 
juror said: ‘‘A man has a right to 
protect his home. My husband would 
have done the same thing under similar 
| circumstances,’ while the comment of 
iMiss Susan A. Squire, the 23-year-old 
| torewoman, was .‘ We were convinced 
| the prosecution failed to prove its case."’ 

Last night Cline and his wife, whose 
confession led to Bergin’s death, were 
reunited in their Edgewater home for , 
the first time since last August. Cline 
had told her not to walt for him when

SLEEP-WALK PLUNGE

Famous Architect Falls From 
His Sixth-Floor Apartment 
in Early Morning. 


SUICIDE THEORY DISCARDED 


Victim Had Suffered From Som- 
nambulism—Created Beaux- 
Arts Institute. 


Lloyd Warren, architect, was found 
dead yesterday morning in an areaway 
below his bedroom at 1 West Sixty- 
fourth Street. It is believed that he fell 
accidentally while opening the window 
of his apartment, which Is on the eighth 
floor. Mr. Warren who was founder of 
the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design, and 
a brother of Whitney Warren, the archi- 
tect, was said by fellow artists yester- 
day. to have done more than any other 
man to raise the standard of archi- 
tectual education in this country. 

Mr. Warren, who was 52 years old and 
unmarried, had worked in the School of 
Design until 8 o'clock on Tuesday night, 
and before he left gave instructions for | 
the work to be done so that he might 
examine it yesterday. He went home, 
dismissed his Japanese butler, who does 
not remain in the apartment at night, 
and then went out. He apparently re- 
turned some time later and prepared for 
bed, as his body was found clad in 
pajamas. No one heard him fall; and his 
death was not discovered until a milk- 
man went into the areaway at 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning.

Mr. Warren had committed suicide, and |!

jumped from the window. But his! 
brother and friends scouted this sug- 
gestion, saying that he had made plans 
to entertain friends at dinner last night 
and for a meeting later in the office of 
Thomas Hastings, the architect.

was that in one of the spells of som- 
nambulism to which he was subject he! 
walked to his. window, the sill of which 
as only eighteen inches above the floor, | 
and toppled over it. He just missed 
being impaled on the spikes of a fence 
between the apartment house in which 
he lived and the one next door. — : 

Dr, John Van Doren, who lived in the 
Same house, was called by Mrs. Mar- 
garet Wonderman, Superintendent of the 
building, and sald that Mr. Warren had 
been dead some time. The body was 
later taken to the apartment and ex- 
amined by Dr. Thomas A. Gonzales, | 
assistant medical examiner, who also | 
talked with Whitney Warren, when he! 
arrived a short time after being in- 
formed of his brothers death. 

‘He had everything in the world to 
live for—plenty of money, a great devo- 
tion to his art for which he was ready 
to make all sorts of sacrifices, and did, 
and I am sure he would not have de- 
liberately killed himself,’’ said Whitney 
Warren. ‘‘ My brother was somewhat 
afflicted with somnambulism, and I 
know that he has sat up in bed re- 
cently talking of the auto accident in 
which he was hurt in Italy. It is possi- 
ble that he may have walked vo the win- 
dow, and fell to his death."’ 

The automobile accident in which he| 
was injured occurred about six weeks 
ago. He had been subject to dizzy spells 
since then, and the wound in the head, 
which was a deep laceration, had not 
entirely healed. There was a gauze 
bandage on it when he was picked up.’’ 


Not a Suicide, Says Doctor. 


“The window that Mr. Warren fell 
from is one that I almost fell from my- 
self in making the investigation,’’ said 
Dr. Gonzales. ‘‘ The sill is only 18 
inches from the floor and in front of it 
is a low window seat. I infer that Mr. 
Warren may have opened the window 
for air or leaned out, but I am confident 
the fall was accidental. Nothing was 
found in the apartment in notes or let- 
ters to bear out the theory of suicide. 
He was in splendid health and had no 
financial difficulties.’’ 

John Mead Howells, an architect, and 
son of the late William Dean Howells, 
said that when he and Mr. Warren 
traveled in Italy, many years ago, he 
found that his friend was subject to 
curious attacks of sleep-walking. On 
one occasion he awoke to find Mr. War- 
ren trying to throw his bed out of the 
window in his sleep, and apparently the 
only thing which had prevented him 
from doing so and following it himself 


was that the bed had jammed in the 
window frame. On another occasion in 
London he tried to throw the furniture 
from the window in his sleep. The habit 
had worried ‘him and his friends, who 
feared that some day he might fall to 
his death. 

Both Mr. Howells and John Campbell 
Rogers, President of the Beaux-Arts 
Society, were outspoken in their tributes 
to Mr. Warren as one who had done 
more for architecture in the United 
States than any other man. Mr. Warren 
was a believer in the French system of 
architectural instruction, and ‘he pat- 
terned the Institute after the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts of France. He studied 
seven years in Paris in the Ateller 
Daumet Esquie, and after returning to 
this country in 1899 became interested

DENOUNCES THEIR AUTHOR 


Challenges Senator Lowman “to 


Ask Governor Miller Whether 
He Is Wet or Dry.”

ELMIRA, N. Y., Oct. 25.—Replying 
angrily to three half-page advertisements 
in Elmira papers, appealing to the 
‘temperance people not to vote for ex- 
Governor Smith because he wants the 
saloon back,’’ Alfred E. Smith flung the 
prohibition issue squarely into the middle 
of the campaign tonight. 

Mr. Smith characterized the advertise- 
ments as unfair and ungenerous, as he 
answered that he was not so Senseless as 
to favor the return of the saloon, but 
stood firmly on the Democratic platform 
with its light wine and beer plank. He 
denounced Senator Seymour Lowman, 
Republican from this district, who lives 
ix Elmira, as the instigator of the at- 
tacks. 

‘‘T challenge Senator Lowman,’ said 
Mr. Smith, after he had made known 
his own stand, ‘‘ to ask Governor Miller 
whether he is Wet or Dry. But he 
won't do it. He is afraid of the Gov- 
ernor and he’s too subservient to the 
party machine.”’ 

Mr. Smith was in deadly earnest as 
he took up the charges, and the crowd, 
sensing his wrath, was in an uproar. 
There were shouts of denunciation for 
Lewman, praise for the speaker and 
cheers for.the possible abolition of the 
Volstead act.’ Mr. Smith. had to quell 
the audience again and agaih before he 
could continue. 

There was no intimation when Mr. 
Smith went over to the Mosart Theatre, 
where the meeting was held; that he 
was to do anything but talk about the 
issues that he and Governor Miller hav+ 
been discussing for the last two weeks, 
but Democratic leaders had shown him 
the papers in the afternoon and he de- 
termined to reply. 


What the Advertisements Said. 


The first advertisement appeared a 
little more than a week ago, headed, 
‘Governor Smith Wants the Saloons 
Back.’’ It purported to quote a speech 
made by Mr. Smith at a meeting on 
April 24, 1922, at the Hotel Vanderbiit 
in New York City, where a group of 
men had gathered to discuss the coming 
State campaign. The advertisement 
quoted Mr. Smith as follows: 


‘*I don’t belfeve the Democratic Party | 


should camouflage on the subject (pro- 
hibition). The Democratic Party is the 
saloon party, and everybody knows it 
is the saloon party, 
come out and say so.”’ 

Below, in big type, was this appeal: 

“Get busy, temperance people, or 
Tammany Hall will eat you up.” 

A few days later there was another 
advertisement on the same lines, and 
today came the third. 41t read: ‘ Ex- 
Governor Smith, answer tonight, wet or 
dry, which?” 

‘‘I paw an ad in the paper today,’’ 
Mr. Smith said. ‘‘ Before I answer 4t 
I just want to say this: I have been 
active in public Ife of this State for 
nearly twenty years. This is the eigh- 
teenth time that I have run for public 
office. I was elected seventeen times. 
If there is anything that has helped to 
contribute, during all of that period,’ to 
any of the political success that I have 
achieved, it is a reputation that I am 
afraid of nobody and that I am afraid 
of no question. I will unfold that long 
eareer before the whole country any 
time. That is the reason why thédSe 
ads are not going to go by unnoticed. 


Puts Blame on Senator Lowman. 


‘“The local Republican machine is 
running them serially,, apparently, so, 
consequently, I will answer them in the 
order of their appearance. I, of course, 
am not in a position of first-hand knowl- 
edge as to who inserted the advertise- 
ments in the paper. Each is titled ‘ Po- 
litical advertisement,’ and could only 
have come from the Republican County 
Committee presided over by Lowman. I

FOREIGN LINES’ PLEA FAILS 


Brandeis Denies a Supersedeas, 
but New Government Move 
Has the Same Effect.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The Admin- 
istration today decided to await the ac- 
tion of the Supreme Court before tak- 
ing steps to put into effect that por- 
tion of the ruling by the Attorney Gen- 
eral on Oct. 6 which held*that urfder 
the Eighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead act ships of foreign regigtry could 
not bring stocks of liquor within the 
three-mile limit of the United States and 
its Insular possessions. 

Announcement was made today that 
foreign shipping interests expected to’ 
obtain a hearing on Noy. 30 upon their 
appeal from the decision of Justice 
Hand dismissing their application for a 
perthanent injunction to restrain en- 
forcement of the dry law. Every effort 
will be made to obtain an early deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court arid it may 
be handed down by the end of Novem- 
ber. 

The first statement setting forth the 
position taken by the Government in 
regard to the foreign shipping interests 
was made foday by Secretary Mellon of 
the Treasury Department. It was a 
frank enough statement, to the effect 
that the new regulations were being de- 
|}layed because of the serious problems 
involved,. and that the old regulations 
might remain in effect until the matter 
was placed before the Supreme Court in 
| November and a decision handed down. 


Mellon Explains Position. 


Under the old regulations, Mr. Mellon 
| stated, ships of foreign registry must 
{keep their liquor sealed within the 
| three-mile limit, but might serve officers 
and crews with their regular allowances 
from ship stores. He said that ‘the 
|}ruling applied to foreign vessels only. 
The statement read: . 

Regulations are being prepared by 
this department for putting into ef- 
fect the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of Oct. 6, 1922, but the subjects 
to be covered are various and of a 
complicated nature which are requir- 
ing considerable time and the atten- 
tion of’ the several different depart- 
ments affected. 

Until the new regulations have been 
worked out, those at present in force 
will prevail, and I have today issued 
to the chief of the Division of Customs 
and the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue an order to that effect. 

Therefore, until the new regulations 
are available, enforcement of the law 
will continue as heretofore. For in- 
stance, forelgn ships entering Amer- 
ican. territorial waters with liquor on 
board as cargo under seal, can for the 
present proceed under such seal to 
their destination in a foreign port and 
sea stores in such foreign ships which 
are required to be sealed on arrival 
of the vessel within American ports 
can, when such stores are required for 
the use of the officers and crew of 
the vessel, be opened only from time 
to time for withdrawal for such pur- 
pose, but must be immediately re- 
sealed. This applies to foreign ves- 


sels only, and of course forbids the 

sale or service of liquors to pas- 

| sengers within American territorial 
waters. 

When the regulations governing en- 
forcement of the law are completed 
and approved, notice will be given of 
the date on which they will become ef- 
fective, and a reasonable time will be 
given to foreign shipping to meet the

Arranged It With Whalen. 


McCarthy said that he had arranged 
for his entrance into the business with 
Commissionér of Plant and Structures 
Grover Whalen. During his examinée 
tion of McCarthy, ~ex-Justice Clarence 
J. Shearn, counsel. for the commission, 
said: ¢ 

“TI notice in the proposed budget to- 
day that they are talking about putting

But 
although Walters was deprived of the 
use of his staysail on the last two miles 
of the race, and was obliged to hold 
his tack much longer than he otherwise 
would have done, he stendily outfooted 
his rival.

The elapsed times were: Bluenose, 
5:57:51; Henry Ford, 6:05:04.

The Bluenose will haul out at 6 o'clock 
tomorrow morning for inspection of her 
keel, but will go overboard again in 
time to start at 10 o’clock.’ Captain 
Walters stated yesterday that the shoe 
had been damaged when the schooner 
was towed in last Saturday, and it is 
assumed he wishes to find out what 
damage was done before he sails for 
home.

PARIS PRESS SUGGESTS 
DRY RULING REPRISALS 


‘Why Should We Buy American 
Wheat?’ It Is Asked—Wine 


Ration an Acate Issue.

PARIS, Oct. 25.—After having expend- 
ed their humor on the Daugherty ruling 
with regard to the contaminating pres- 
ence of wine on foreign ships, French 
newspapers are now beginning to talk 
about reprisals. 

‘““There are wheat lands in Canada 
and in South America as well as in the 


Government refuses to allow our ships 
to carry wine, why should we buy the 
United States wheat?’’ That is the 
tone of several articles and though the 
Foreign Ministry’s negotiations have!

doubt that the public is beginning to 
regard the ruling as being both un- 
friendly and unfair. 

The case of the liner President Adams 
has aroused great interest, and though 
the French have no such law as Britain 
that ships must carry medicinal liquor 
before they can clear their ports, the 
official Maritime Ministry today added 
to its statement on the present position: 
‘* But of course we could easily put into 
effect any number of similar rulings} 
if we wanted to be disagreeable toward 
American shipping.’’ 

For France the most important point

Prohibition Officers Deny. Any

British Legal Requirements Are Be- 
ing Considered in Shaping of 
the New Regulations. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (Associated 
Press).—While the Daugherty ruling, in 
so far as it affects American vessels, 
already has been put into force, prohibi- 


tion officers explained today that this 
ruling did not prohibit such craft from 
carrying Hquors for purely medicinal 
purposes. This explanation was made 
in connection with the case of the 
steamship President Adams, which was 
required by British authorities, before 
clearing from London, to take cn board 
five gallons of brandy. There is a re- 
quirement of British law that avery ship 
sailing from Great Britain provide one 
gallon of brandy for every 100 steerage 
passengers. 

There are further requirements as to 
alcoholic stimulants on British ships, 
but it was stated that conformation 
with these requirements would in no 
way conflict with the American prohi- 
bition laws, as they all constitute medic- 
inal liquors. 

It is understood that the British Em- 
bassy previously had advised the State 
Department of these requirements of 
the British law, and that the jnforma- 
tion had been transmitted to the Treas- 
ury Department for consideration in 
connection with its preparation of en- 
forcement regulations.

IRISH CONSTITUTION 
IS PASSED BY THE DAIL 


Members Hail It as Assuring Ire- 
land’s Liberty—Appeal to 
Ulster Is Urged. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 25 (Associated Press). 
~The new Irish Constitution passed its 
third and final reading in the Dail 
Elreann today. 


Deputy John Milroy described the 
document as the greatest triumph for 
Ireland since the Battle of Kinsale. 

It was a monument, he added, to the 
two great men who had. passed away 
(Michael Collins and Arthur Griffith), 
whose names would be blessed by Zuture 
generations of Irishmen. 

Mr. Milroy said he did not wish to 
suggest that the British Government 
would jeopardize a bill won with so 
much labor and sacrifice, but that the 
Dail must look beyond the bill to their 
fellow-countrymen in Northeastern Ire- 
land as the next great step that would 
have to be considered. He hoped the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty and the Constitution 
would bring the Northeasterners to 
realize that their interests were those 
of Tipperary, Cork and Dublin. 

To these people a message of good- 
will and reconciliation should go out 
from the National Assembly, the speaker 
declared. 

Numerous other deputies spoke, several 
of them in Gaelic. . All of them sup- 
ported the motion of Kevin O'Higgins, 
Minister of Home Affairs, for the pass- 
age of the third reading of the bill. 
After some verbal amendments to the 
bill the motion of passage was carried. 

Mr. O’Higgins, in moving passage, said 
the Constitution was a strict but fair 
interpretation of the Anglo-Irish treaty. 
Though there had been some amend- 
ments to it, its form remained substan- 
tially unchanged. 

Referring to the British political cri- 
sis, Mr. O'Higgins said Ireland had rea- 
son to congratulate itself that it had be- 
come independent of English political 
variations; only a coalition could have 
passed the treaty, and Arthur Griffith 
and Michael Collins realized the prob- 
able return of party politics in England, 
and were wise in signing the treaty. 

George Gavan Duffy, former Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in the Dail Cabinet,

ASSERTS CRIME GROWS 
FAST UNDER DRY LAW 


Stayton Says Arrests for Dranken- 
ness and Disorderly Conduct 
Increased 6 Per Cent.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Captain Wil- 
liam H. Stayton, founder and executive 
head of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment, said today that 
statistics of fifty-six American cities 
with an aggregate population of 22,000,- 
000 showed an enormous increase in 


crime during the second year of prohi- 
bition enforcement as compared with 
the first year. 

‘In 1920, the first year of national 
prohibition,’ said Saptain Stayton 
‘these cities showed a total of 252,316 
arrests for drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct. In 1921 the number increased 
to 343,665, or 36.21 per cent. ,more than 
in 1920. Arrests from all causes in these 
cities in the same years aggregated 
1,233,004 in 1920 and 1,464,296 in 1921, 
representing an increase in the latter 
year over the former of 18.67 per cent, 

‘In other words, arrests for all 
crimes in these cities increased about 
19 per cent. last year over the previous 
year, while arrests for causes directly 
connected with the use of intoxicants 
showed an increase of more than 36 per 
cent. “This certainly tells its own story 
of the progressive development of the

You know, in every concern there is 
a period of anxiety. There are mo- 
ments when you afe not anise sure 
whether you are going to pull through 
or not, but there is a moment when 
you begin to see that it is safe, that 
the concern is going to be a prosper- 
ous one, and then you find a certa } 
number of shareholders and directors 
who say, this is the time for us to 
seize the whole enterprise. 

This unfortunately is.a fair descrip- 
tion of what happened. A faction re- 
vived by the very success of the coali- 
tion became fatal to it. They said 
that there is no further danger, Every- 
thing is safe. The coalition has ot 
us past all the reefs and rocks, 
and we are now right in the open sea 
with the wind noeaeing to come our 
way.

I think it is 
rash. I think it is a reckless act. 
The peril is not over. Alone they 
eannot defend the great interests 
which are our common concern, They 

I doubt 

{‘‘Hear! Hear!'"’] But sup- 
posing they do, it is not the end of the 
war between the two great conflicting 
ideas of the organization of society. 
(‘‘ Hear! Hear! '’} And even if they 
win the conflict goes on. 

There are resolute, determined men 
who are out to destroy. Honestly so, 
because they want to rebuild on a 
totally different basié, in a totally dif- 
ferent manner. Are you quite sure, 
are they sure, that the Conservative 
Party alone can defend that fabric, 
those institutions and those princi- 
ples? And if they cannot, should they 
dismiss their allies? It is not_ always 
easy to whistle them back. [Cheers.] 
It was a rash act. It-was a réckless 
act. It was an act which I can quite 
understand, being instigated and per- 
petrated by the men who have been en- 
gineering it and intriguing for it for 
months and years past. 

They are men’ without experience, 
and without any particular ability, as 
one of their own number said quite 
recently. [Laughter.] But there are 
two or three men whom I could name 
and that they should have allowed 
their judgment to be rushed baf- 
fles me. 

The responsibility is great, and I 
can well understand why men of the 
greatest experience and the greatest 
vision, the men who can look ahead 
in the Conservative Party, were stag- 
gered by this impulsive blundering 
action and why they have refused to 
heave anything whatever to do with it, 
in the hope of being able, sooner or 
later, to retrieve the situation. 
{‘' Hear! Hear! ? 

Our bueiness is to see that this blun- 
der shall not do harm_to our country. 
{‘‘ Hear! Hear! ’’} at is our buel- 
ness. We are not here to serve a party 
or a section of a party, or & greup, an 
we are not here to do harm to any 
party or to injure any section of a 
party. We are here to see how a 
situation which has been brought 
about by indiscreet, impulsive and 
thoughtless men shall be so handled 
that Britain shall not come to any 
harm by their deed. 


Declares He Has No Slogan. 


On Saturday I had to aspeak at 
Leeda, and I see in certain organs of 
the presse, quite friendly organs, that 
there was disappointment that I did 
not ring out a great slogan. I have 
no slogan. I have béen in favor of 


all the men who believe tn the exist- 
ing fabric of society, who believe in 
the principles upon which our pros- 
perity has been built—the free, private 
enterprise (Hear! Hear!) of men who 
are opposed to revolutionary proposals 
and who are cqually opposed to reac- 
tionary proposals (Hear! Hear!), be- 
cause believe me, they are only the 
reverse of the same metal, acting to- 
gether for the purpose of leading the 
country through the gigantic difficul- 
ties which have been left as an in- 
heritance by war (Hear! Hear!) 

Ihat was my view when I was in 
office. Was to change because I 
left office? With me it was not a cry 
but a conviction and I am still of the 
game opinion, and I cannot alter it. 
The country comes first and the party 
afterwards. I cannot change that 
view, not that I have ceased to have 
the honor to hold any office under 
the sovereign of this land. 

I need hardly tell = that before 
there was any breakdown there w 
no difference upon any question 
policy. It was not J* ‘erence 
upon any question ple that 











the break came. if there had been I 
could have explained it. 

We were dealing at the time with a 
crisis in the East and there was a 
most complete agreement as to the 
methods of handling that situation. 
Therefore, there was no question of 
that kind. I therefore, being a little 
gorpiere’. tried to find out what the 
ifferences were. They are not to be 
found in the discussions of Cabinet 
and I looked at the speeches delivered 
as an indication of policy of the new 
government, and I am still more per- 
plexed (Laughter). 

at was it all about? It was hard- 
ly worth while breaking up the 
great national combination that had 
achieved so much in war and peace in 
order to substitute Lord Salisbury for 
Lord Balfour as Lord President of the 
Council (Cheers and laughter). I 
wonder if it was worth while doing, 
even to abolish the Ministry of Labor 
(Hear! Hear!) I have only seen that 
in the papers and they never lie. 
(Laughter), 

I am told the policy of the new gov- 
ernment is a policy of tranquillity. 
(laughter). I generally used the word 
peace (laughter). It is shorter and 
not nearly go pretentious. (Laugh- 
ter). Everybody understands it. I 
should not have thought it was hard- 
ly worth breaking up a great national 
combination for the sake of using a 
more euphonious word to describe 
exactly the same thing (laughter and 
cheers). 

In what respect does the policy of 
tranquillity differ from ours? When 
we left office there was the most 
complete tranquillity. at home that I 
have ever seen in this country. 


Says Tranquillity Already Exists. 


In apite of over 1,000,000 being un- 
employed, there wes complete tran- 
quillity throughout the whole country, 
which is almost without example. I 
have seen trouble tn this land. I have 
seen trouble within the last four 
yoars, industrial trouble, trouble 


which at one moment threatened to be- 
comé a very serious menace to the 
life and property and industries of this 
country. That we settled by a com- 
bination of conciliation and firmness, 
and where now is there that distur- 
bance which calls for a new Ministry 
in order to breathe tranquillity over 
the ng watere? 

I wish every time that I took voyage 
the sea had been so calm as it is at 
the present moment. 

Is it abroad that there is a lack of 
tranquillity? Well, I have seen abroad, 
ever since the war, very troublesome 
times. There has been fighting, there 
have been revolutions, but I have 
never séen since the war a more tran- 
quil period in Europe than the present 
one, [Cheeérs.] 

There was a time of very serious and 
grave trouble on the frontier between 
Russia and various countries that are 
along that long stretch from the Bal- 
tic down to the Mediterranean, but 
there was a pact signed at Genoa in 
April or May last by the Bolsheviki 
and their neighbors. That pact has 
been kept in letter and in spirit, and 
peace—I beg your pardon, tranquillity 
—reigns along the wholé of that dis- 
turbed and tumultous frontier. 

In the East has there been trouble? 
There was a war between Turkey and 
Greece, and that also was settled be- 
fore we went out—settied not by utter- 
ing words of peace or tranquillity, but 
settled by firm, strong action which 
shows Britain meant to have peace 
and meant to have. peace on terms 
which were honorable to our country, 
and which would be a security for the 
world. 

If tranquillity means any change 

from the existing conditions of things, 
well, then it is bad, because you had 
complete peace in Europe and now 
you have made peace in the only part 
of the world where there was a dis- 
turbance, and, therefore, if the new 
policy is a change from that, well, 
what does it mean? It cannot mean 
peace. We have got that. It is. no 
use using words unless they mean 

omething. 
re is a legend in the East, which 
ts Known to every child in this land, 
of a man who discovered a magic wore 
and when he used it, it oe up 
treasures of silver and of gold and of 
gems. He used the word, one word 
or was it two—yes, but that is the 
fable [laughter] and even with Ali 

Baba he had to show some initiative, 
much courage and a good deal = 
dacity, otherwise his magic wor 
would never have brought him a gem 
or an ingot. 


feys a Mere Word Won’t De. 


A word won't do it. What we want 
to know is what they mean by it. 


” at have a will for peace, but 
Lang Part have skill for peace too. 
{‘ Hear! Hear!) You won't have 
peace if you go to the councils of Eu- 
ype and say: 

™ Well, this is a different Govern- 
ment fromm the last. They were very 
insistent on British rights. They 
supported the old British policy of 
moderate treatment of your enemy. 
[‘Hear! Hear’) No bullying of the 
people you have defeated. It is not 
sportsmanlike, more than that it is 
not peace." p 

If you go into councils of Europe 
with a different policy from that, 
that is not British. You have got to 
be firm. You have got to be strong. 
You have got to resist. 

It is said that Britain is not going 
to extend her responsibilities. That 
is right; but she must not be afraid 
of her responsibilities. The Britain 
that goes to the councils of the world 
afraid of her responsibilities is the 
Sritain that will cease to count from 
that moment. believe, and I have 
acted on that belief, that the policy 
of Britain is to be peace loving, 
but unafraid. [Loud and proronged 
cheers.] She has got her mission. 
Britain has got her mission. Britain 
has got her message. If she does not 
carry it otit boldly she will have for- 
fetted the great trust which Provi-« 
dence placed in her when it planted 
her as an island in the deep, standing 
alone, strong, firm, with a resolute 
people, with a fair people, with a 
calm people to see that judgment was 
executed in Burope. 

That is our policy. If there is a 
departure from it—if I stand alone f 
will resist any departure from that 
policy. [Loud and prolonged cheers, 

I have attended many internationa 
councils, probably more than any liv- 
ing man. I have never had, porsonally, 
differences with any Ministers of any 
land and I do not make exception of 
any certain names which leap to one’s 
lips straight away—never a personal 
disagreement with any of them, but I 
claim that in spite of that I have 
never let Great Britain down. [Loud 
cheers] and I will not stand by any 
man who does. That is my policy, 
= I do not care what his party may 
e. 


Won't Nurse Grievances. 


I would like to give what I consider 
the attitude and policy we ought to 
adopt. Disregard the origin of this 
break in the combination. Do not go 
and examine it. It is not worth it. 
Laugher.) No quarrel ought ever to 
e converted into a policy. [Cheers.] 
It dishonorsa, it degrades, it Iimits the 
man who indulges In it.. When they 
are individuals they are worthless for 
any purpose. I know men who have 
been ruined by grievances, legitimate 
grievances. They have been badly 
treated and they dwell upon them, ane 
they begin to tell you, and every time 
they do tell you, they get more and 
more indignant, and at last their whole 
life and purpose is obsessed by this 
one wrong. Don’t you make that mis- 
take whatever you do. Act in the way 
which is worthy of the great record 
which the Coalition Liberals had in 
the last five or six years, the great 
purpose we have served, the great 
ideals we have stood for. 

Great things which history will re- 
cord have been achieved through our 
agency. Whatever you do, do not 
become a party which is simply. pursu- 
ing a vendetta for a past wrong. 
That is my advice, and I know you 
will follow it. [Cheers.] Forget it. 
Wipe it out. Let us look straight to 
the future and see what services we 
ean render our country. [Cheers.] 

I have no grievance, have abso- 
lutely no bitterness. If any one thinks 
I shall be deflected one hatr’s breadth 
by the recollection of anything done 
or not done to me he will be my 
friend if he comes to me, and I invite 
him to come and tell me the first 
thing. 

Then whatever Government is in 
ower, we must not offer it yi Me 
ious opposition. There must 8 
nagging criticism, There must be

play for every Government. Whatever 
the result of the election may be, give 
ten fair play. 
he country {s still in difficulties, 
great difficulties. Burope is in diffi- 
culties. Humanity is in trouble. It is 
sore wounded, hurt. It has lost blood, 
and it is staggering upward. Don’t 
make quarrels; give them a lift. 
{chesre.) Never mind who is there 
irecting affairs, let us work honestly 
to help and not to hinder. [Cheers.] 
Let us take warning from the policies 
which have been pursued of interfer- 
ence, of unfair criticism at every turn, 
and let Us say to ourselves we will not 
do it, whatever happens. 


For Traditional Policy. 


That is the first thing I want to 
say. I would myself stand by the 
declaration I made in Manchester. I 
suppose any party and any govern- 
ment that pursues a policy of peace, 
of economy, of steady progress, neither 
revolution nor reaction, and does it 
efficiently—because there is nothing 


worse than a man with high purpose 
and an inefficient hand, because the 
higher his purpose the greater damage 
he does to that purpose. And there- 
fore it must be government that ef- 
ficlently conducts the affairs of the 
country. 

That is the policy we ought to sup- 
port; a policy of peace. It is the only 
road to prosperity. It is the only 
way to reach the reconstruction of the 
world. It is the only healing. There- 
fore, there must be a policy of peace. 

In doing so we must take our own 
line. We must stand for the tradi- 
tional policy of this country—modera- 
tion in its treatment of foreign af- 
fairs—and work with all our allies to 
the best of our power, but not aban- 
don the great British policy for which 
this country has always stood. We 
must not be tied behind the chariot 
of any other land [Cheers]. 


Take the question of the Straits, if 


we had committed our action, 
our policy entirely to our allies 
the freedom of the Straits would 


have been gone. [(Cheers.] You would 
simply have had a paper guarantee. 
You cannot keep the Straits of the 
Dardanelles free with a paper. It was 
a fact that we took our own line; that 
instred that it was that which pre- 
vented the war from spreading into 
Burope. It was that which gave us 
some opportunity to set up a protec- 
tion for the mfnorities and to safe- 
guard the lives of thousands of poor 
people who were trembling with fear 
at what wae going to happen. 

I am all for co-operation with the 
allies, but Britain has her own re- 
sponsibility, her own mission in the 
world, and she must stand by it. 
(Cheers. ] 

When*you come to a question Ike 
reparations I have. the same view 
about that that I have always had. 
You should not attempt to {impose 
upon Germany any payment that is 
beyond her capacity, and what is 
within her capacity she should pay. 
That is the declaration I made at the 
last election, and I make the same at 
this election. If in order to bring the 
ayment within her capacity you have 
o reduce the charge; then what I say 
about it is this: I am all for it, but 
{it must not be done exclusively at the 
expense of Great Britain. [Hear ! 
Hear !] 


Gives Policy on Reparations. 


I do not stand for the policy that 
would say Britain must pay America 
all her debts, but she must exact noth- 
ing from Germany, from France, or 
from anybody else, and on the con- 
trary must surrender the whole of her 


claims, and the only thing that re- 
mains will be the llability which is 
imposed upon her. I am for falr 


play, but we must have {t for our own 
citizens, too. They are heavily taxed, 
and have made gigantic sacrifices in 
the war, and we must have regard to 
what is due them as well as what is 
due to other people. [Hear! meee 
The divine message is that we shoulc 
love our neighbors as ourselves, but 
not better than ourselves [laughter], 
and that is the policy which in repect 
to reparations would inculcate and 
advise. 

With regard to the pact with Rus- 
sia, which ts coming, I think, to an 
end in a month or two, I am strongly 
in favor of renewing that pact and of 
leading up to a general peace which 
would include the whole of Burope. 

On the League of Nations I have 
never changed my mind. Lord Crewe, 
in that very extraordinary § speech 
which he has delivered, which he prob- 
ably thought was an electioneering 
apeech—Lord Crewe did think that he 
was amazed to find that.I was really 
in favor of the League of Nations. I 


remember addressing Liberal Coali- 
tion members and Liberal Coalition 
candidates at a meeting before the 
last election. At that meeting I put 
the League of Nations first among 
the objects to be achieved by the Gov- 
ernment if we had the verdict of the 


country, and when If went to Ver- 
sailles I was the first to propose a 
resolution in the Council of Ten in 
favor of the establishment of the 
League of Nations, and, still more, we 
have sent two of the most distin- 
guished members of the late Govern- 
ment to represent this country on the 
Council of the League of Nations dur- 
ing the whole of these years. And 
we can say one thing which no other 
country can, we are the people who 
have always come forward and made 
the largest and best contribution to- 
ward every proposal that came from 
the League of Nations. Always, if 
there were any laggards they were not 
in this country. 


For League of Nations. 


I am for the League of Nations. I 
am in favor of all the countries of 
Burope being enrolled among its mem- 
bers. I am in favor of making every 
reasonable concession in order to in- 
duce the United States of America to 
associaté itself with that great body, 


if it can be accomplished, for until 
you get all the nations of Europe in, 
and still think until you get the 
United States of America there, the 
League of Nations will be crippled, 
the League of Nationg cannot serve 
{tg full purpose, it will not have the 
necessary authority, {t will not have 
the necessary power. 

Therefore the object of any govefn- 
ment in this country ought to be to 
get a League of Nations in which the 
great nations of the earth as well as 
the small will be enrolled for the pur- 
pose of achieving an enduring guar- 
antee for peace on éarth and good 
will among men. [Cheers.] § 

Working with the United States of 
America ought to be one of the chief 

urposes of any government. There 

s more in common between us than 
with any other tand. Our ideals ap- 

roximate in a way that probably the 
deals of no other two countries do. 
If these two countries would work 
together it would be the most sure 
guarantee for a just peace, and-a 
just peace is the only lasting peace. 

With regard to our policy at home 
the first purpose of any government 
must necessarily be to do everything 
to improve trade and to increage em- 
ployment. That policy we pursued 
steadily. We must see that the de- 
pleted reservoirs of prosperity are re- 
filled, without that trade is impos- 
eible. 

Stern economy is essential, and upon 
that I want to say one word. All I 
should ask for is that the new Chan- 
chellor should pursue the policy of 
old, relentlessly examine all expen- 
diture in every department, cut down 
every superfluous item, everything the 
country can dispense with without in- 
jury to its efficiency. At the present 
moment there are treasury estimates 
which are the result for the coming 
ear, estimates which are the result of 
he action of Sir Robert Horne and 
Commander Hilton Young, Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, which show 
great reductions upon last year’s ex- 
pendiutre, and now that the new 
Chancellor is there I invite him to 
say whether that is not so. All you 
want is that that policy should be 
carried on. 

I do not say the old Chancellor got 
to the end of it, he did not think so 
himself, but was still continuing on 
the track of every superfluity, every 
extravagance, éverything that was 
unnécessary; and that is essential in 
order that this country should be able 
to recover at the earliest possible mo- 
ment from its heavy burdens and 
its trade be restored to normal. 


Wants Sound Finance Only, 


But the finance must be sound 
finance. There must not be unhealthy

stimulants, inflation, no unhealthy 
stimulants. Those are not the things 


that will help trade on its way. You 
want to be able to show reserves so 
that when trade starts, and it has 
started, it can do so with confidence, 
it can do go with the knowledge that 
there are reserves behind that it can 
draw upon. And that is what is hap- 
pening at the present moment. Things

Well, when I think of What neepones 
pix years’/ago I am very perplexed, 
but, as I told you, I know McKenna. 
He is an actor, not of the first order. 
[Laughter]. One moment he comes 
out as a stern, unbending radical who 
will not deviate one hair’s breadth 
from the principles which he inherited 
from his Irish ancestry. The next 
moment he is a loyal and faithful fol- 
lower of the chief for whom he is pre- 
pared to give hia life. Then he aban- 
dons both principles and chiefs and 
adopts absolutely new ones. But 
there is the same air of absolute con- 
viction [laughter], of absolute confi- 
dence that he is right and no one else. 

Then there is the pose of the great 
financier for whom neither radical 
principles nor radical chiefs, nor party 
associations are of the slightest use, 
and throughout it is the same Mc- 
Kenna. [Laughter]. 

He is a gentleman who is very much 
dominated by likes and dislikes. He 
may clothe them in the garb of per- 
sonal devotion or radical principles or 
sound finance. It is all the same. It 
{s purely got up for the occasion. 
When he says that things are worse, 
really he cannot believe it. He knows 
it js not true. A man sitting in 4 
banking office in the city cannot pos- 
sibly say that, because employment is 
better—unemployment figures have 
come down gradually by hundreds of 
thousands—trade is improving slowly, 
but steadily, and it is no use giving 
a@iscourazing news to the people who 
have got a heavy burden to bear. It 
{s certainly wrong to do it In order to 
achieve temporary political advantage 
for any friends, whether old or new 
{laughter and cheers}.

You must excuse ° 
sion, but it is very necessary in order 
to enlighten you. Probably more 
speeches may come from the same 
quarter [laughter]. 

You must have industrial co-opera- 
tion in this country, and capital and 
labor must work tegether [cheers] 


The whole of my efforts supported by 


those of my friend. colleague and 
comrade, the late Minister of Labor, 
Dr. MacNamara, all our endeavor has 
been to get them both to work to- 
gether. That is the only way in which 
you can achieve prosperity, and 
achieve anvthing for the distribution 


between both. 
Weuld Encourage Agriculture. 

I should also like to see in this coun- 
try a policy which would encourage 
more people to devote their energies to 
cultivation of the I am sure it 
{s vital from the point of view of na- 
tional security. This country is too 
dependent upon manufacturing indus- 
tries and upon counting houses, 
and too little upon its land. The land 
{is capable of producing vastly more

than it does at the present moment. 
If necessary encouragement and as- 
sistance were given, and I am for a 
liberal and generous policy in order 
to achieve that end 

With regard to trade I would like 
to say one further word. Although I 
am against artificial stimulants to 
trade there is perfectly legitimate help 
you can give. To give it a little lift 
up we had the experiment of the 
Trades Facilities act, framed by Com- 
mander Hilton Young in consultation 
with business authorities of this coun- 
try for the purpose of using the credit 
of the State in order to assist trade 
abroad anJ overseas, in our dominions 
in our colonies and in India. 

It has been a great success. Before 
these last crises came, because there 
were two or three of them, there was 
a& proposal before the Government, a 
proposal put forward by Sir Alfred 
Mond, for the purpose of extending 
on a considerable acale the use of the 


eredit of this country for imperial de- 


velopment at home and overseas. 

was a very fine scheme. It com- 
mended itself in the main to the Cabli- 
net, and if we had had the necessary 
time we would have worked out the 
details and would have been in a posi- 


tion to put it before Parltament when 


it met in November. It is important 
from the home point of view and im- 
portant from the imperial point of 
view. 


Would Develop Empire Trade. 


Our surest trade is 
with our own empire. [Cheers.] It is 
the most reliable. It is the one at the 
present moment we have most to de- 
pend upon. Development means in- 


creasing the best and surest trade we 
have got. It means more, it means 
increasing the raw material and food 


the trade we have 


that comes to this ceuntry, and it 
means in the third place strengthening 
the empire which the last war proved 


was one of the most vital agencies in 
securing the liberties and rights of 
mankind. [Cheers.] 

These are the general lines on which 
I should like to see the new Parlia- 
ment proceeding. Before I sit down I 
have two or three difficult questions 
to put, and I will give my own an-- 
swer. What is our attitude in the 
coming election to the various sections 


with which we will be confronted? 
Labor has declared relentless war 
upon us. In self-defense, therefore, you 


have to fight, and to resist the on- 
slaughts of the Socialist Party in this 
country. The principles which are put 
forward by the extreme section of 
them go to the root of national pros- 
perity. Under no conditions can we 
accept them. [Hear! Hear!] There- 
fore our attitude toward them is de- 
fined by themselves, and defined by 
the policy which they have put for- 
ward. 


Attitude te Asquith. 


What is our attitude to be toward 
the Liberals of another persuasion? 
They call themselves Independent 
Liberals. They can be no more inde- 
pendent than we are. Our attitude 
toward them has always been detar- 


mined by their own leaders. [Hear! 
Hear!] They met, they proclaimed 
their position, they have declared war 
on us. They say: 

“We don't want either to unite, to 
associate or to co-operate with you.”’ 
That is their decision. It is their 
determination. It has been settled by 
them. Well, you cannot force your 
company on people who do not want 
you, even if you wanted to. [Laughter] - 
It is not dignified. It answers no pur- 
pose. If you are prepared to help, 
and they say take your hands off, 
well that settles it. [Laughter] It 
is their decision. It is folly. [Hear! 

Hear!] But it is their fault. 

If you want to realize the kind of 
leadership they are giving just look at 
the facts. They are first of all at- 
tacking thirty Coalition Liberal seats 
at this moment, when you might have 
imagined every Coalition Liberal vote 
in the constituencies they are attack- 
tng would have been of infinite value. 
For even the short journeys I have 
takeh in this country indicate there 
are a good many Coalition Liberals in 
the different parts of the country. I 
have never seen anything like the 
crowds that have assembled, who 
came to say that on the whole they 
are in agreement with us. If every 
town and city throughout the country 
contains the same percentage, the 
same proportion of Coalition Liberals 
as the towns I have seen, then the 

eople who deliberately say they don’t 

t their help—well, I can tell you 











there it is for them to decide. 





what they are fit for, they are cer- 
tainly not fit to lead a political party. 

Not only are they going to attack 
thirty Coalition Liberal seats, al- 
though they have 250 Conservative 
seats which they are also attacking— 
yet so far as I have read their 
speeches they are concentrating their 
attack not on the Conservatives but 
on the Coalition Liberals. Was there

I am sorry, but I don’t doubt It at 
all; they are concerning themselves 
less with gee than pique.

They are afraid that if 
we come along we might take a few of 
their men along with us, and they are 
watching the fold or pen with jealous 
care. They think some of our people 
might come ‘along, and they are in- 
dignant and angry and say ‘* Get 
away.’’. They are like angry hens pro- 
tecting thier chickens against maraud- 
ers [laughter]. 

How can you have leadership in a 

reat battle conducted on those lines. 

hey are not concerning themselves 
with what happens to liberalism, but 
only with the defeat of coalition lib- 
oraliatn. whatever happens to anybody 
eine, 
» Well, that is their decision, and the 
responsibility 1s entirely theirs. 


Finds No Joy Over His Fall. 


Now I come to our attitude toward 
others, and it is very important. I 
am told that there has been great 
rejoicing at home and abroad, so Lord 
Crewe says, about the fall of the 
Coalition Government. Well, I confess 
I have not seen them in the United 
States of America. It ig just the 
opposite, and the United States of 
America is a great country whose 
friendship is of importance to us. I 
have not seen it In Italy. I have only 
seen it in France, among the chau- 
vinistic newspapers there which re- 
joice at the prospect of what they con- 
sider a more pliable government. 

Naturally democratic forces take no 
share in that joy. I hear thé Bolshe- 


siki and the Turks agree with Lord 
Crewe [laughter]. He is welcome [re- 
newed ring not of At home I have 
never seen retiring Ministers received 
with such enthusiasm. No, certainly 
I have witnessed no_ rejoicings. I 
think Lord Crewe is thinking of an- 
other Government of which he was @ 
member and which’ retired six years 
ago, but his mind moves. very slowly. 
{Laughter. } 


Gives Policy on Conservaives. 
What is to be our attitude toward 
the Conservatives? That is a very im- 
portant> matter. We have stood for 
national unity. I am loath to break 


it. I think it is essential for the 
great purposes of this country, but 
If die- 


hard candidates are put up either di- 
rectly or indirectly to attack Coalition 
Liberals throughout the country, then 
we shall have no alternative but to 
spread the war [loud cheers]. If we 
fall we will fall fighting, and fight- 
ing where we can hit hardest, and we 
can do it. But the responsibility will 
be theirs. 

We shall certainly not confine our 
fighting to our own aséats. If they 
mean to smash up national unity all 
round we will stand for it all round. 
I am saying that in no apirit of 
defiance, in no spirit of challenge, 
but I am saying it after consider- 
able reflection with a full knowl- 
edge of the resources, of the voting 
power at our command in the various 
constituencies, of the enthusiasm in 
various constituencies which is there 
and of the support we can get. It is 
for them to decide whether the battle 
is to be a battle that will sweep all 
over the land. If they do we are pre- 
pared for it, but responsibility for 
permanently breaking up every chance 
of national‘unity will thank God not 
rest on me and my friends. It will 
rest on their shoulders. We simply 
want a party, or group, or section or 
whatever. you call a collection of men 
of the same mind that in the next 
parliament will see whoever wins there 
should be no detriment to the national 
interest from revolutionary methods 
on the one hand or reactionary meas- 
ures On the other. (Cheers). If the 
Labor Party were to get their major- 
ity I know John Clynes, Arthur Hen- 
derson and J. H. Thomas are not revy- 
olutionaries. I never pretended they 
were. That fs not the danger (Hear! 
Hear!). The danger is that the very 
determined people who are down be- 
low, resolute, untiring, with a great 
gift of organization, with a great pug- 
nacity, and with the recklessness 
which comes from fanaticism may 
drive them to courses which their own 
judgment would not justify. That is 
the danger. 


Fears Diehard Reaction. 


There is the same danger on the 
other side. I do not say that Mr. 
Sonar Law is a reactionary. I sat 
with him in the Cabinet for years. 
But he has got one or two phantasies 
which I certainiy never treated seri- 
ously, and would not unless he put 
them forward. Everybody has got cer- 


tain ideas of that kind. I would not 
call him reactionary. There are two 
or three other gentlemen in prominent 
positions I certainly would not stig- 
matize as reactionaries. There is the 
same danger with them as with the 
Labor Party. They have got a fanat- 
ical tail. You know- parties are very 


often like a great mammoth ish 
whose strength is often in its tail. It 
{s strong enough to upset the boat. It 


may spring a leak in the old ship of 
State itself if you do not take care of 
it. And if you allow it to flop and 
slash about without taking care you 
cannot tell. 

Just see what has happened. 
movement for breaking up of the com- 
bination of parties did not come from 
the worthy heads who have been ad- 
vertised in the newspapers as having 
already joined the board. I notice that 
the diehards have not yet been adver- 
tised. I do not suppose they will be 
before the election, fut they will join 
the board after the allotment.

Miller is married and the father of 
one child. According to his confession 
ef the circumstances surrounding the 
theft, he told the police that under 
the name of ‘'J. S. Gordon” he ob- 
tained a position during the week of 
June 13 with Clark, Childs & Co. at 
the suggestion of a man named David 
Moskowitz, who said to him, "Get 4 
job in Wall Street and we’'l steer you. 
'Phere’s nothing to it. The first batch 
of $100,000 bonds or stocks you get 
we'll give you $10,000.” : 

After working Jn the brokerage office 
fhree days, according to the police, Mil- 
ler said he was entrusted with railway 
bonds worth $90,000 for delivery to an- 
other concern, but went home with the 
atock -and notified Moskowitz, who took 
the entire batch of bonds and disap- ; 

ared without making any payment to; 
him. Had it not been for his wife and | 
child he would have committed suicide, | 
Miller declared. Unable to find Mosko- | 
witz, Miller began selling jewelry end 
then obtained employment with Oldman 
Brothers, 114 West Twenty-sixth Street. 
He left the place last Saturday. 

The police, who had been on Miller’s | 
trail since the robbery, traced him to the] 
fur establishment but arrived there last 
Monday. When they found him in his | 
home, the detectives said he readily ad- 
mitted he was the man they wanted. His | 
wife collapsed when she heard of the} 
charge. Miller begged to be taken to a! 
Turkish bath on Forsyth Street in the} 
hope that he might run across Mosko- | 
witz. He visited the place in company 
with the detectives, but no trace of Mos-

. PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—A hurried 
®peration for an infection that threat- 
®ned ‘to cut short the reign of William 
T. Tilden 2d, on the throne of the tennis 
world was performed today in the Ger- 
®antown Hospital by, Dr. W. B. Swart- 
ley of this city it became known tonight. 

Suffering intense agony, Tilden was 
rushed to the hospital at 5 o’clock this 
morning and was put under an anes- 
thetic immediately and the operation 
performed on the middle finger of hin 
Tight hand. The finger was opened 
from the tip to the second joint to halt 
the infection and also in an effort to 
Prevent an affection of the tendons 
which govern its usage. At a late hour. 
tonight, physicians were unable to give 
@ssurance that the finger would not 
stiffen and thus put an end to Tilden's 
career on the tennis courts, at least so 
far as a ranking star of the world ts 
concerned. 

Two weeks ago in a match at River- 
side, N. J., with Wallace F. Johnson, 
the famous chop stroke master, and Carl 
Fischer, Tildren ran into one of the 
backstops of the court while endeavoring 
to make a return of a difficult chop. The 
connection with the wire backstop caused 
& slight abrasion on the finger, but Til- 
Gen paid no attention to it. Several days 
ago the finger began to cause trouble 
and the champion suffered intensely. Re- 
eently it has been necessary to give 
morphine injections to ease the pain, and 
Dr. Swartley has been vainly endeavér- 
ing to conquer the infection. Last night 
the champion’s suffering became so in- 
tense that it became necessary td oper- 
ate immediately. 

Following the operation Tilden spent 
a fairly comfortable afternoon, but it 
was: known that only heroic treatment 
by his medical attendants could bring 
relief ang at the same time save him 
the perfect use of the hand. It is 
pointed out that Tilden, despite his 
emashing type of play, is in reality a 
master of stroke at tennis, calling into 
action every kind of stroke known to 
the game’s masters. It was this factor 
which caused Norman Brookes, the 
great Australian, to term him the great- 
est master of stroke the world has ever 
seen. With one of the fingers of his 
right hand out of commission, it is 
certain that his mastery of 
stroke would be a thing of the past, 
thus endangering his position among the | 
leaders of the game. 

According to Dr. Swartley, it will be 
gome days before the success of the ef- 
forts to prevent the affection from 
reaching the tendons can be vouched 
for, and the champion will not be per-| 
mitted to return to the courts for a 
month or more.

The following is the formal statement 
by the club: 

* By reason of the inaccurate state- 
ments contained in today’s Sun, the Na- 


tional Exhibition Company considera it 
necessary that a true statement of the 
facts commented upon in that article 
be given. 

* Some time ago an offer was made to 
Charles A. Stoneham to purchase the 
controlling interest in the New York 
Giants. This offer, however, has been 
definitely declined and there are no ne- 
ee aaeens now pending for the gale of 

@ Stoneham stock. 

“The coatr6lling nterest, 1,370 shares 
of stock in the National Bxhibition 
Company, ‘which is the _ corporation 
which operates the New York Giants’ 
franchise, is held by Charles A. Stone- 
ham and John J. McGraw. Francis X. 
McQuade, the Treasurer of the National 
Exhibition Company, is the owner of 
seventy shares of stock of the National 
Exhibition Company. 

“The statement In The Sun that Mr. 

Stoneham became interested in the 
Giants through the efforts of Francis 
X. McQuade is incorrect. r. Stone- 
ham, prior to hiss purchase in the 
Giants, had been a close friend of Mr. 
McGraw ano also an ardent admirer of 
him. When Mr. McGraw had obtained 
an option for the purchase of the con- 
trolling interest of the Giants, he, and 
ho one else, interested Mr. Stoneham 
in the proposition. Mr. Stoneh 
stated at the time that he would e 
to go into the venture, but would do go 
only upon the condition that Mr. c- 
Graw would remain as manager of the 
club, which Mr. McGraw promised to 
do, and in furtherance of the promise 
a new contract was made with Manager 
MeGraw, extending his period of em- 
loyment for a time agreeable to both 
imself and Mr. Stoneham. There has 
never been the slightest difference of 
any kind between Messrs, McGraw and 
Stoneham since Mr, Stoneham’s advent 
into the club. There has been no fric- 
tion in the management, and the af- 
fairs have always been administered 
smoothly. 

“The statement as to the amount of 
the purchase price in January, 1919, is 
incorrect, as are the statements of the

“ The statement that there has been 
a material falling off in attendance dur- 
ing the last season is likewise tncor- 
rect. The New York Giants broke all 
records for attendance established on 
the road during last season and had a 
larger gross. attendance than the club 
has ever had before, exceeding the gross 
attendance of 1921, which was the hign 
mark up to that time by about 25,000. 

‘* Mr. Stoneham positively states that 
neither Mr. Hempstead nor Mr. Gordoa 
have ever approached him in regard to 
all or any part of his stock in the Na- 
tional Exhibition Company either direct- 
ly ar indirectly. This fact can be veri- 
fied by both Mr. Hempstead and Mr. 
Gordon.” 


Btoncham Has Had Offers. 


Stoneham later modified this last 
paragraph te the extent of admitting 


that Gordon ‘‘ might have approached "’ 
him in the last few days. 

‘“‘T’ve had several offers,’’ sald the 
Giants’ President, ‘‘ and although I don’t 
remember any offer from Mr. Gordon, 
{t’s possible that he did make one. I 
wouldn’t deny positively that he did 
make one," 

Neither McGraw nor McQuade was !n 
the club offices yesterday, and they 
could not be found. It was understood, 
however, that the statement signed by 
Secretary Tierney was on behalf of all 
the officers of the club. Efforts to 
reach Mr. Hempstead were also unsuc- 
cessful. 

The announcement of the sale of the 
club to the syndicate headed by Mr.

WOULD AUTHORIZE 
BOXING IN ILLINOIS 


State Bill to Establish Athletic 
Commission Is Introduced 
in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—A State boxing 
bill for Illinois providing for the estab- 


lishment of a State Athlefic Commission 
and the regulation of boxing exhibitions 
has beén drafted by Alderman Joseph 
QO. Kostner and the next session of the 
City_ Council will be asked to petition 
the Legislature to enact it. 

The proposed bill would license clubs 
and corporations which would give ex- 
hibitions and provide for the issuance 
of permits for individual exhibitions, 
but would not permit boxing in any city 
unless the City Councll by ordinance or 
resolution approved it. Smoking and 
intoxicantS would be barred and minors 
under 18 prohibited from participating 
or attending unless accompanied by a 
parent or guardian. 

Persons conducting or participating in 
sham matches would be declared gullty 
of a misdemeanor by the terms of the 
proposed bill and subject to a fine of 
not less than £1,008 nor more than 
$5,000 and imprisonment of not less than 
one nor more than five years.

Whether they will be able to tell the 
Germans anything which the latter do 
not already know is doubtful. What 
is lacking in Germany is not knowl- 
edge, but a fixed and resolute national 
will. It is doubtless true also that the 
people have been made despondent by 
the chaos into which their public fi- 
nance has fallen, and are in need of 
some plan or assurances that will 
place a definite policy before them and 
give them hope that they will be able 
to live up to it. 

Their first and natural recourse 
should be to the Reparation Commis- 
sion. That body was empowered by

Mayor HyYLan has mailed to voters a 
personal appeal to elect Judges who 
stood side by side with him in the re- 
duction of gas rates. But on Tues- 
day a Supreme Court Justice handed 
|down a final decision regarding the 
jlast of the cases in which the city 
sought to sustain the constitutional 
validity of the gas rate enacted in 
1906. The judgment restrains the 
city and State officials from further 
efforts of the kind. Findings of fact 
by a referee are that the $1 rate is 
confiscatory ‘“ by so wide a margin 
\‘* that it seems almost superfluous to 
“review the evidence.’’ ‘‘ Under no 
|** method of calculation could the $1 
‘“‘rate be deemed anywhere near ade- 
‘* quate for this plaintiff.””. The find- 
ing compliments the vigor of the city 
Corporation Counsel and the State At- 
torney General, but declares that they 
failed to set up any case consistent 
with the judgments of State and Fed- 
eral courts. 

The. decision will not alter the rate 
already paid by consumers under an 
injunction pending the final determi- 
nation. Its significance lies in the 
light it throws upon the sort of cam- 
paign too often made to reduce prices 
by political means.

Un- 
fortunately we cannot deny the applica- 
bility of these characterizations, but we 
need not be too ready to admit the 
pretensions to superiority, for across the 
water, too, brutality and barbarism ex- 
ist and occasionally manifest themselves 
as frankly and murderously as they 
do here. ‘ 

For instance, nothing much if any 
worse happens in any of our States 
than the killing in Glasgow, very re- 
cently, of one Stewart, who, in spite 
of his royal name, was a ship’s cook. 
Just returned from a voyage, he went 
to a village near Glasgow to get his 
adopted son, a boy of 5, and bring him 
into the city. The child was bare- 
foot and gitimy, while STEwarT was well 
dressed, and a woman on the tramcar 
who recognized the boy leaped to the 
conclusion that he was being carried 
off by a kidnapper. She set up an out- 
ery, a crowd gathered, and, without 
giving the man the slightest opportu- 
nity to explain that the boy was his, it 
attacked him. No weapons were used, 
but in a few minutes the man had been 
hammered and kicked by the mob so 
savagely that he died under the blows. 

The police arrived in time to make 
two arrests, and the charge against the 
prisoners is that in Dalmarnock Road 
they ‘‘assaulted RoperT ALEXANDER 
Stewart, beat him with their fists, 
knocked him down, kicked him, and 
did murder him.” 

What happens next may—probably will 
—illustrate a difference between the ad- 
ministration of justice in Great Britain

Would Have Done in 1914. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Why cannot Secretary of War Weeks 
in his talks urge a reasonable organiza- 
tion of our regular army and State 
National Guard for national defense, 
not invasion, without indulging in 
threadbare tirades against former un- 
preparedness and disparagement of the 
splendid work accomplished by his 
predecessor in the War Department 
when our country was forced into the 
European conflict? 

According to Secretary Weeks’s re- 
cent talk before the Army and Navy 
Club, one would infer that if he had 
held his present office in 1914, as soon 
as the news came of the assassination 
of the Crown Prince of Austria, he 
would have immediately gone to work 
and had arms and equipment and every- 
thing ready at once. All this work 
would have been turned out in a few 
months ready to arm, equip and trans- 
port for service in Europe an army of 
4,000,000 by a nation at peace with the 
world, with no more idea of going to 
war with Germany in 1914-16 than we 
had when that country was at war with 
France in 1870. © 

Not one of the allied countries, with 
the exception of Germany, was suitably 
prepared to go to war. Germany was, 
indeed, prepared and her preparedness 
was looked upon by the world for years 
as a standing threat. 

Such talks are foolish, or actuated by 
the same spirit that tried to browbeat 
Mr. Wilson into declaring war on our 
sister republic, Mexico, and had he 
given in to them we would have been 
in a fine condition to enter the war 
against Germany a year later. The late 
Adjt, Gen. Sadler of New Jersey had 
occasion to dictate a letter to Mr. Wil- 
son on a personal matter and added 
thereto in his own handwriting a post- 
script requesting that, in case of war 
with Mexico, New Jersey's National 


Guard should be represented in the first 
call to the colors. The’ President 
answered the subject matter of the 
letter and wrote with,his lead pencil 
diagonally across the face of the letter: 
“The’ ain’t a-goin’ to be no war.”

Two magnificent Asiatic rugs of the 
greatest rarity and priceless as to value 
were brought into New York last week 
on the Aquitania by James F. Ballard, 
the rug expert of St. Louis, wko is to 
add them to the famous half-million- 
dollar collection of rugs which he pre- 
sented to the Metropdélitan Museum of 
Art last Spring. 

Mr. Ballard has crossed the ocean 
twenty-two times and traveled more 
than 275,000 miles in making his collec- 
tion of rugs, and in getting these two 
last rugs, for which be has been search- 
ing seventeen years, he was made a 
prisoner of war by the Greeks; was in a 
hotel bombarded by the Turks in Con- 
stantinople, and with the rugs in his 
possession witnessed the burning of 
Smyrna from his ship, the Lamartine, 
in the harbor of the fated city. 

Mr. Ballard has an international repu- 
tation for both his collection of rugs 
and his knowledge of the subject. When 
he presented the Museum with the lot 
of some 126 rugs in the Springy he said 
that it could safely be called one of the 
most representative collections in exist- 
ence. It was said at that time that 
the exact commercial cost of the collec- 
tion was about $440,950, but that its 
actual value was very much greater. 
At that time the donor of the collection 
made a tentative promise to add to it. 
He has now kept his promise and the 


two rugs which he went in search of 
last August he found, and he says they 
are of greater rarity and value than 
any of the rugs in his previous gift. 

_They are Asia Minor rugs of about 
1550. One of these, which Mr. Ballard 
considers of ‘‘ regal beauty,” is 5% feet 
by 12, and with a quaint design of small 
birds over it. This is a rug of the Seljuk 
Turks, and of the museums of the world 
having fine rug collections there are, so 
far as known, only three rugs of the 
same kind. The museum in Constanti- 
nople has two, but in bad condition, and 
the Kunstgewerbe Museum of Berlin has 
another. There is none in the Albeit 
and Victoria Museum of London or ig 
the rug collections of Paris or Vienna, 
which are exceptionally fine.- A rug ex- 
pert of New York has told Mr. Bailard 
since his return that he had never even 
seen .one.of them. 

The other rug, which is 5 feet 2 inches 
by 4 feet 5 inches, has an interesting 
pattern of small spherical designs in 
ou. of three with small lizard-like 
igures. The three spheres or small balls 
are said to represent the coat of arms 
adopted by the great Oriental conqueror 
ot the fourteenth century, Timur Bey, 
Timur Leng, or, as the name was local- 
ized, Tamerlane. It symbolized the 
three countries over which the conqueror 
ruled. The lizard-like design, the origin 
of which is less certain, is said to have 
been a symbol of certain nobles. Both 
pens have interesting borders of similar 
esign. 

“‘T have been collecting rugs for sev- 
enteen years,” Mr. Ballard told a Tres 
reporter yesterday, and during that time, 
from my first knowledge of them, I have 
searched for these rugs. *Fine rugs lIiko 
these ymeee ss to royalty, to the nobil- 
ity or families of great wealth, and you 
will find them in the great world cen- 
tres, in Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Constan- 
tinople, and eventually they find their 
way to this country. This year I went 
te Constantinople and found these 
rugs.”’ 

The collector. had many vicissitudes 
during his voyage, and he only just 
missed — on the Philadelphia, which 
came to grief in the harbor of Naples. 
As he was passing through Thrace on 
his way to Constantinople he was made 
a war prisoner by the Greeks through 
some mistake in the passport and spent 
some hours of a warm, moonlight night 
braced against a wall waiting for some- 
thing to happen.

“LANE WAS IN ERROR 


Published Letter Distorted Facts 
on the Convoy System, Ex- 
Secretary Says. 


GIVES CREDIT TO WILSON 


President Favored Use of Convoys, 
He Contends—Denies. Ex- 
pressing Timidity. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Declaring 
that a ‘‘ wholly wrong impression ’’ of 
important historical facts had been 
given in one of the recently published 
letters of Franklin K. Lane, Secretary 
of the Interior under President Wilson, 
Josephus Daniels, who sat in the same 
Cabinet as Secretary of the Navy, tele- 
graphed to The Associated Press tonight 
a story of the events which he said had 
led up to the adoption of thé convoy 
system of protecting American ships 
early in 1917. 

Mr. Daniels’s message, sent from High 
Point, N. C., made particular reference 
to a statement in one of the Lane let- 
ters that at a Cabinet meeting on Feb. 
25, 1917, ‘‘ Daniels said we must not 
convoy—that it would be dangerous.”’ 
The letter also attributed to President 
Wilson a suggestion that “ this country 
was not willing that we should take 
any risks of war.”’ 

** Fortunately, I kept a diary in those 
days,” said Mr. Daniels in his telegram. 
‘‘ Here is exactly what happened at that 
Cabinet meeting in February, before we 
had entered the war: President Wilson 
turned to me and asked, ‘ Daniels, why 


have the British not convoyed their 
ships?’ 

‘““In reply I informed him that the 
policy of the British Admiralty was 
against the convoy, that after long ex- 
perience in the war the merchant Cap- 
tains preferred to take their chances 
sailing singly rather than in convoy 
formation, and that they regarded it 
more dangerous in U-boat zones to sall 
in company under convoy than for each 
merchant ship to go on its own. I added 
that some of our naval officers of high 
rank held this same view. That was 
the only use I made of the word ‘ dan- 
gerous. 

“The President replied that he be- 
Heved the British Admiralty was wrong 
and those American naval officers who 
agreed with them were also wrong, and 
that the British ought long ago to have 
copvoyed their ships. 

‘“ A few weeks later, I think it was the 
last day of March, 1917, or about that 
date, before the United States entered 
the war, in giving Admiral Sims in- 
structions I told him that President 
Wilson had long believed that the Ailles 
ought to use the convoy and did not 
agree with our own naval officers 
who took the same position that the 
British Admiralty and the other Allies 
had practiced. Shortly after his arrival 
in London Admiral Sims presented Presi- 
dent Wilson's views on the convoy to 
Admiral Jellicoe and a short, time there- 
after the convoy system was put in 
practice with good results. 

“Our navy placed gun crews gen 
merchant ships before the United States 
entered the war. It was dangerous and 
the hardest sort of service. Neither 
before war was declared nor during the 
war did I hesitate to adopt and carry 
out any policy, no matter how dan- 
gerous, that promised protection, and 
the story of how the navy dared perils 
and danger proves this statement. 

“The American navy furnished the 
larger part of the convoy that protected 
the large amount of shipping that passed 
Gibraltar, and it convoyed all its own 
ships across the Atlantic after we en- 
tered the wsr. In fact, but for the 
service rendered by the American navy, 
the convoy system could not have ac- 
complished the results which made it 
successful. It owed its adoption chiefly 
to Pr@sident Wilsor who, while ob- 
serving strict neutrality while that was 
the national policy, began effective pro- 
paredness before we entered the war 
and prosecuted it vigorously with force 
to the utmost.’’ 


OPEN SCHOOL TO HOLMES. 


Board of Education Denies Clergy- 
man Has Been Under Ban. 


Friends of the Rev. John Haynes 
Holmes, head of the Community Church. 
were jubilant yesterday when they 
learned that the Board of Education, 
through Eugene C. Gibney, Superinten- 
dent of Lectures, had decided to permit 
Dr. Holmes to address a meeting under 
the auspices of the American Labor 
Party in Public School 63, on Fourth 
Street between First and Second Ave- 
nues, on the evening of Nov. 3. 

The report that the Board of Educa- 


tion, after a year and a half, had lifted 
its ban against Dr. Hotmes was circu- 
lated by the minister’s partisans who 
recalled that he was barred from mak- 
ing an address on ‘* Civilization or Col- 
lapse, Which?’"’ at a meeting scheduled 
for Public School 84, Brooklyn, in April, 
1921. Since then Dr. Holmes fs said to 
have made no address tn a_ school 
building. 

Mr. Gibney yesterday readfl ad- 
mitted -having approved the list of 
speakers’ bearin the name of Dr. 
Holmes, but declared that at no time 
was the minister under a “ ban.” “* Th 
Board of Education has no black list,” 
he said. 

“Bach case is decided on its merits. 
Nobody is barred pefmanently from 
speaking in school buildings. He may 
not be permitted to speak on a certain 
topic but it might be possible for him 
to seek and obtain permission to. ad- 
dress a meeting at some other time on 
another topic.” 


BANS HEADLIGHT DEVICES. 


State Commission Annuls Its Ap- 
proval of Sixty-Nine Out of 100. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 25.—The State 
Tax Commission announced today that 
sixty-nine of nearly 100 automobile head- 
light devices, previously approved for 
use in New York State, have been de- 
clared illegal. The disapproving action 
followed a recent hearing at which man- 
ufacturers of headlights of questionable 
legality had an opportunity to show 
cause why approval should not be with- 
drawn. 

Several additional manufacturers will 
have a hearing within a few days, the 
announcement of the Tax Con:mission 
said, and the final approved list will 
then be made public. 

Under the law, it was explained, man- 
ufacturers and users of the condemned 
devices have six months from date of 
notices of withdrawal of approval in 
which to dispose of their devices or fit 
their cars with legal headlight equip- 
ment.

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MISS THORNE WEDS THINK HUGHES PLANS 


AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Call for Conference in Washing- 
ton of Central Republics 
Arouses French Interest. 


ACCORDSWITHCECIL SCHEME 


Republican Objection to Article X. 
of Covenant Held to Be Removed 
by Regional Provision.

PARIS, Oct. 25.—The action of Sec- 
retary Hughes in calling a meeting of 
ithe Central American republics in 
| Washington is interesting here as 
meaning an effort by the United States 
to form an American League of Na- 
tions. This at once aroused keen in- 
terest because the orientation of the 
| League of Nations, as shown in the As- 
| sembly at Geneva in -September, was 
|}toward the formation of regional 
agreements withih the League. 

This was the sense of the famous 
plan of ‘Lord Robert Cecil, which in 
effect was that while all nations should 
be parties to a compact to observe the 
territorial integrity and political sov- 
ereignty of other nations, the obligation 
to protect a nation victim of aggression 
should fall only upon those countries 
in the same part of the world. Always 
looking forward to the day when the 
United States, Germany and Russia 
should enter the League, Lord 
intended that there should be one Euro- 
pean group, one American group and 
one Asiatic group. 

His plan was accepted in principle, and 
treaties to carry It out will be prepared 
for next year’s Assembly. 

It is not believed by European states- 
men that success would crown an effort 
to create in the two Americas a league 
separate and independent in rivalry with 
the League of Nations. They do not 
believe Chili, Brazil, or Canada would 
quit the present League to join one made 
in Washington. 

As Europe undergtands it, the main 
American objection to the League lies 
in the obligations of Article X., under 
which the Republicans said American 
troops could be ordered over distant seas 
to far-flung lands to fight for countries 
in which we had no interest. But they 
point out that if the Cecil plan were 
adopted the objection would fall of its 
own weight and the United States would 
be committed only to helping guard the 
independence of countries on its side of 
the ocean. 

Since the United States Government 
has recently shown a disposition to co- 
operate in the humanitarian work of 
the League, it seems to European League 
leaders now that the Washington devel- 
opment may make. the way plainer for 
eventual American accession to the 
League. 

Dispatches from Washington em- 
phasize that the Administration still 
adheres to the doctrine that the League 
of Nations is a European affair. This 
of course is extremely irritating to the 
League leaders, who hasten to point out 
that more than one-half of the League 
membership is non-European. The

Declares Traction - Controlled 
Newspapers Close Their Eyes 
to Looting of City. 


BERATES TRANSIT BOARD 


Says Commission Costs People 
$2,500,000 a Year— Mayor | 
Misrepresents, Says McAneny. 


CITES CONTROL BY airy) 
| 


945 Employes When Transit Board | 
Took Over, States Chairman, 
and 913 Now. 


Mayor Hylan required two gavels to 
keep Stewart Browne, President of the 
Real Estate Owners’ Association, in or- 
der at the first public hearing on the 
1923 budget, held yesterday in the Board 
of Estimate chamber at the City Hall. 
Mr. Browne was one of the few who 
attended the hearing, and he aroused 
the Mayor's anger when he criticised 
the Mayor’s method of budget making. 
Most of the session was taken up by the 
Mayor's denunciation of George Mc- 
Aneny, Chairman of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, and the newspapers. 

“Several of the papers this morning 
have blazing headlines, ‘New Budget 
Raises Salaries $6,000,000,’ '’ began the 
Mayor, reading from a prepared state- 
ment as soon as the session began. 
“These newspapers know that their 
statement is absolutely untrue and un- 
qualifiedly false. They do know that 
we are obliged to provide in the budget 
for increases in salaries brought about 
by mandatory legislation at Albany. 
The papers that are advocating and giv- 
ing ‘Traction Junk’ McAneny front 
page space are aiding McAneny and 
Miller te put over on the people $350,- 
000,000 to $600,000,000 in junk and an in- 
crease in carfare under the McAneny 
*barometer scheme.’ 


Says Board’s Typewriters Are Busy. 


“‘'There are about 800 employes in the 
Btate Transit Commission under Mc- 
Aneny, of which 600 carry the title of 
engineer and assistant engineer, so I ara 
informed, and up to the present tims 
nothing has been done by the Transit 
Commission except keeping their type- 
writers busy giving out misleading state- 
ments and holding farcical investigations 
fn order to discredit the bus system 
which has been of such great con- 
venience to the traveling public of this 


city. 
‘“The traction-controlled. newspapers 
close their eyes to the looting of the city 
treasury by these so-called high-class 
tax leeches through mandatory legisla- 
tion who move along in the so-called 
higher circle in the city. I’ wish the 
people of this city had an opportunity 
of being in the Mayor's office and the 
Board of Estimate and could watch the 
conniving and faking of the traction: 
ring and their agents, the gamblers and 
underworld gang and the Rockefeller- 
Gary educational fakirs to use up the 
taxpayers’ money and place the blame 
on officials who are endeavoring to pro- 
tect the people from such exploitation. 

Included in the gathering which half 
filled the hearing chamber were twenty 
schdolgirls from the Wadleigh High 
School, comprising a class in civics, 
and they arrived in time to hear a dis- 
eussion on the uses of vermouth.

Bruckner, President of The Bronx. 

‘““T use it for medicinal purposes when 
I can get it,” put in Mr. Browne. 


Mayor Calls for Another Gavel. 


Mr. Browne praised the Mayor for hav- 
ing vetoed mandatory legislation passed 
at Albany, but went on to say that the‘ 
Mayor might have accomplished a great 
deal more if he had worked more in the 
open. The Mayor continued to talk of 
mandatory legislation, and Mr. Browne

26 Murderers in Sing Sing 
Moved to New Death House 


Special to The New York Times. 

OSSINING, Oct. 25.—Under the su- 
pervision of Warden Lawes of Sing 
Sing, twenty-six murderers this aft- 
ernoon were taken from the old death 
house to the new one. Except for 
‘Rutger Warder of Ilion, who-was ree 
moved to the prison hospital for an 
operation several weeks ago, ‘it was 
the first time any murderers were 
taken out of the death house except 
to carry out the death sentence. 

The new death prison:is the third 
Sing Sing has had since the State 
changed the death penalty from 
hanging to electrocution, thirty-three 
years ago. The men were led out 
one at a time. Two keepers walked 
with each man and the route was 
lined with guardg.

“In addition to these high-salaried ex- 
empt places, the commission has engaged 
the services of many high-priced law- 
yers at special fees for special traction- 
political and other services. Counselor 
Shearn has bills pending for $22,000 and 
he will have many more, and Counselors 
Scott, Olendorf, Goldrnark and others 
employed by the commission have bills 
pending for special services for about 
$100,000. 

“Unless a halt is called to the ex- 


travagance of the State Transit Com- 
mission, the expenditures of that body 
created by mandatory act of the Legis- 
lature, for administration alone, will 
run into many millions of dollars a 
year. The Commission is now spending 
at the rate of $2,500,000 with little con- 
struction work on hand. 

“The Transit Commission, under ths 
law, has to do only with traction mat- 
ters in New York City. It has nothing 
to do with the regulation of the gas, 
electric orc telephone service, all of 
which are regulated by the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, another State body, 
which costs the people about $1,000,000 

year. Together the State Transit 
Commission and the Public Service 
Commission cost about $3,500,000 a year 
for administration only. They are vir- 
tually engaged in the service of the 
corporations, though paid i the peo- 
ple of New York City and State.”’ 

Mr. McAneny’s reply, which dealt with 
an earlier and less elaborate statement 
of the Mayor, said: 

‘When the Mayor speaks of unneces- 
sary positions and salaries, and so on, 
in the commission's department, he is 
again in the wrong place. When the 
commission took office at the end of 
April, 1921, there were 945 employes 
upon its payroll. Today, notwithstand- 
ing material expansion in its field of 
work, there are 913.”’ 

“JT find it necessary to correct an- 
other of the Mayor’s misrepresentations. 
In giving out this morning his version of 
the millions of Increase to be carried 
in the city budget, he attributed the ad- 
vance in part to ‘ eae aeage | legislation 
passed at Albany putting $2,500,000 in 
the budget’ which the Board of Bsti- 
mate had been ‘ forced to appropriate’ 
for the expenses of the Transit Commis- 
sion. 

“The cost of the transit work has been 
carried in the city budget for years. In 
the budget for 1921, the Board of Esti- 
mate provided $2,186,159 for the depart- 
ment of the Transit Construction Com- 
missioner. The Transit Commission in- 
herited this department without change 
of function of any sort. It also inher- 
ited the regulatory work within the city 
of the former Public Service Commission 
for the First District, which cost, in 
1921, $450,000. During the present year, 
the commission is carrying the work 
of both the previous bodies, as well as 
all of the expenses of its general investi- 

ation of the affairs of the railroads, for 
$2,400,000, a considerable decrease be- 
neath the composite 1921 figures. The 
appropriations for the Transit Commis- 
sion in short do not affect in any mate- 
rial way the total of the present budget 
as compared with that for 1921.”" 


COMPARE P. S. COMMISSIONS. 


Miller Board Seeks to Prove Greater 
Service to Public. 


From the records of the Public Service 
Commission have been culled a mass of 
figures seeking to show that the mem- 
bers of the present commission, appoint- 
ed by Governor Miller, have served the 
public better than the preceding com- 
mission, appointed by former Governor 
Smith. 

According to the figures the present 
so-called Miller Commission allowed six 
increases and made three decreases in 
street car fares throughout the State 
while the Smith Commission allowed 
thirty-one increases and ordered four 
decreases. In the matter of gas rates 
the Miller Commission allowed forty- 
six increases and ordered 115 decreases, 
while the Smith Commission allowed 
sixty-six increases and ordered twenty- 
three decreases, Nine increases were al- 
lowed and seventeen decreases made by 
the Miller Ciommission in electric rates, 
while the Smith Commission allowed 
eighteen increases and ordered two de- 
creases. In telephone_rates the Miller 
Commission ordered a reduction of 10 
per cent in this city and has additional 
orders pending. The Smith Commission 
permitted a 20 per cent. increase in city 
rates. The Smith Commission increased 
the baggage transfer rates from $1 to 
$1.25, while the Miller Qommission re- 
duced the rate to a maxfmum of $1 with 
a sliding scale to 75 cents. 

suraniing up the gross amount of pub- 
lic duty performed by each commission 
the result, according to the figures, 
shows that in the five utilities named 
the Miller Commission ordered 137 re- 
ductions in rates and allowed sixty-one 
increases, while the Smith Commission 
allowed 117 increases and ordered twen- 
ty-nine reductions. 


LEVY AGAINST SALE OF CLUB 


Says National Democratic Resolu- 
tion Will Be Resisted in the Courts.

ASKS RATE INCREASE 


Petition Says Company and 
Roads Face a $13,000,000 
Deficit in 1922. 


HEARING SET FOR NOV. 20 


Changes In Classifications and Rat- 
ings of Articles Are Also 
Requested. 


Application has been made by the 
American Railway Express Company for 
an increase in rates “ for itself.and on 
behalf of the railroads over whose. lines 
of railroad it operates.’’ The company 
formally filed its application on Oct. 20 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. Hearings will be held in Wash- 
ington on Nov. 20. 

In its petition the company asks for 
no specific increase in rates, but at- 
tempts to show, by a. presentation of 
operating income and expenses, that the 
present rates are inadequate. 

George C. Taylor, President of the 
company, signed the application. After 
sketching the history of the company he 
said that the gross revenues of the com- 
pany in 1921 were $298,076,591 and that 


the combined expenses of the railroads 
and the express company Incurred in the 
conduct of the business in 1921 were 
approximately $338,147,782. This left a 
deficit of $39,171,191, ‘‘ not including the 
return on investment of the express or 
railroad companies.’’ 

“According to the best estimates which 
your petitioner d the aforesaid rail- 
roads can make at this time,’’ said Mr. 
Taylor to the commission, ‘‘ the gross 
revenues for the calendar year 1922 will 
be approximately $290,000,000 and ex- 
Penses $303,000.00, a deficit of $13,- 

0,000, not including return on {nvest- 
ment of the express or railroad com- 
panies.’ 

The application of the express company 
states further: 

“That is was organized June 22, 1918, 
under the laws of the State of Delaware 
and began to conduct an express busi- 
ness throughout the United States as 
an agency of the Director General of 
Railroads on July 1, 1918; that it con- 
ducted this business without profit to 
itself from July i, 1918, until Sept. 1, 
1920, and at a large loss amounting to 
more than $70,000,000 to the Govern- 
ment of the United States during that 
period : 

‘“‘ That both the express and the rail- 
road companies have conducted their 
business on the most economical basis 
consistent with good service; that 
while costs of operation have been de- 
clining due to the gradual return to 
normal of all operating expenses and 
poneet conditions, your petitioner be- 
feves that the radio of operating ex- 
penses will continue practically the 
game in the future so that there will be 
at least the same deficit in 1922, 1923 
and future years unless an increase in 
express rates is granted. 

“That your petitioner and aforesaid 
railroad companies allege that an in- 
crease in.express rates is necessary in 
order that the express business may 
pay operating expenses, taxes attrib- 
utable to it, and a fair return on the 
entire property devoted to that service. 

‘* Your — further represents 
that it is desirable that certain changes 
be made in the classifications and rat- 
ings of articles tendered for transporta- 
tion by express, and that these changes 
will be proposed in detail in the event 
the hearing hereinafter prayed for is 
granted.”’ 

On July 6, 1922, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission issued an order call- 
ing for a general hearing on the express 
business of the country. This hearing 
was set for Oct. 30, but was postponed 
until Nov. 20.

LOSES FIGHT TO KEEP SON. 


Fornataio, War Veteran, Hears Lad: 
Must Be Deported to Italy.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—Never in 
his career has Judge Dickinson been 
compelled to render a -more heart- 
rending decision than that which in the 
United States District Court here to- 
day tore Michael Fornataio, 10 years old, 
from his parents ana sent him back to 
Italy. Under the Immigration law no 
other decision was possible, 


His father, whose home is at 113 First 
Avenue, New York City, served in the 
American Expeditionary Forces in the 
World War, and when he came back, 
being automatically qualified through 
his military service for citizenship, made 
arrangements to bring his boy here, 
The boy reached Ellis Island last Win- 
ter and was held to await medical ex- 
amination. The authorities found him 
to be mentally deficlent and ordered 
him deported, 

Then began a legal battle to stay the 
deportation. The boy was placed on an 
outbound steamship which sailed just 
before the father's counsel obtained a 
writ of habeas corpus. The boy’s father 
and,his lawyer came here in the hope 
that the vessel would put in at Glouces- 
ter. It did. Judge Dickinson honored 
the writ and the boy was taken off the 
boat and held here, pending final de- 
cision. 

‘The decision of the medical authori- 
ties is final,”’ said Judge Dickinson to- 
day. ‘‘I am told the only ones who 
can look after this lad in the old coun- 
try are his grandparents, past 70 years 
old. If the father wishes to remain 
here he must cut himself off from his 
son. If the wife desires to remain she 
must do likewise. If she returns with 
the boy she loses her husband—a most 
painful choice.’’

PARIS, Oct. 25.—Paul Bopp, a former ! 


official of the Waters and Forests De- 
partment and nephew by marriage of 
Maurice Barrds, the novelist and mem- 
ber of the French Academy, who last 
Spring caused his arrest on a charge of 


attempting to assassinate his wife, was, 
late tonight, sentenced by the Assize 
Court at Nancy to five years’ hard labor 
and ten years’ expulsion from the city. 

The history of the case reads like a 
novel of the man who brought it to a 
conclusion. Until his arrest of Bopp the 
marital troubles of the family, including 
the attempt on his wife's life, were en- 
tirely a family secret. The shooting of 
Mme. Bopp was attributed to his love 
for another woman. 

A family council was held and Barrés 
informed Bopp that if his wife died of 
the wound he would be sent ot the gull- 
lotine. ‘If, on the other hand, Mme, 
Bopp recovered, he would have to amend 
his conduct and leave France. When the 
man failed to leave the country and con- 
tinued his conduct, his arrest followed. 

During the trial Bopp, who tearfully 
pleaded that, while he was a bad hus- 
band, he had always been a good son, 
admitted the attempt to murder, but de- 
nied premeditation» He made the princi- 
pal point of his defense thé fact that hijs 
wife had not been so severe with him as 
Barres.

PREDICTIONS FAVOR REED 


Republicans Concede His Victory In 
Kansas City—Spencer Kept 
In the Background.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 25.—Openly 
and for publication the managers of the 
Democratic and Republican campaigns 
in Missouri are claiming the election of 
their candidates by substantial majori- 
ties a week from next Tuesday. But 
when one meets these same politicians 
in the privacy of their offices they are 
not so cock-sure, and as a rule they will 


admit that it is not going to be a land- 
slide either way. They will also admit 
that the final result may not be known, 
at least so far as the United States 
Senatorship ts concerned, until the last 
of the backwoods precincts has reported. 

Here is Kansas City, wnere the Reed 
management is exerting all its energy 
to give the senior Senator an old-time 
Democratic majority, the indications are 
that Reed will carry the city and county: 
by a majority which the Democratic 
managers say may reach 25,000, but 
which the Republicans declare will not 
exceed 5,000. The general opinion ap- 
pears to be that unless Reed swings 
both St. Louis and Kansas City by large 
majorities his election will be very much 
in doubt. 

The answer to the problem is the way 
the majority of the Wilson Democrats 
will vote on Nov. 7. If the major part 
of this big vote stands hitched and 
votes for Reed, some of the best in- 
formed Republicans in the State concede 
that the odds are on him. 


Advoiding Attacks on Wilson. 


That the Wilson Democrats hold the 
key to the situation is in evidence on 


all sides. No longer in either of the 
big political camps is the ex-President 
a subject of harsh criticism. Repub- 
licans who two years ago were lambast- 
ing him as a conspirator who sought to 
entangle the United States in the af- 
fairs of other nations, anti-League 
Democrats who stood with Reed and 
who were no less harsh in their denun- 
clations, are all as quiet as a country 
graveyard these days in so far as Wil- 
son and the Treaty of Versailles are con- 
cerned.

431 Miles in 168 Minates

GREEKS FAIR WARNING 


Governor Says Men of Military 
Age Remaining in Province 
Will Be Imprisoned. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 25 (Asso- 
elated Press).—Several regrettable inci- 
dents have occurred in Eastern Thrace, 
despite the presence of allied military 
detachments, says a statement by Sha- 
kir Bey, the first made public since his 
appointment as Civil Governor of 
Thrace for the Turkish Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, 


The Turkish populations fn the prov- 
ince are ‘“ behaving excellently,’’ adds 
the statement, and there is no truth in 
tne reports that Turkish irregulars are 
operating there. ; 

‘‘If several Turkish villages have been 
forced to organize for defense against 
incursions,’’ Shakir Bey declares, ‘it 
is certain they have maintained-an ad- 
mirable restraint in the face of provoca- 
tion, wishing only to protect their lives 
and honor. 

‘*The administration of the.province 
will observe the same rules toward the 
Greeks and Armenians as in Asia Minor, 
namely, that men of military age will 
be concentrated in prison camps, those 
who have been traitors will be punished, 
and all others, if peaceable and honest, 
will be permitted to continue to live and 
work in absolute safety.’’ 

Ismet Bey, a Kemalist representative 
here, issued a statement today accusing 
the Greeks of extensive devastations in 
Thrace during their withdrawal. 

** General Harington,”’ he says, was 
deceived if he thinks the Greeks have 
done no harm. He assures us that the 
evacuation was orderly; our information 
is otherwise.’”’ 

The Nationalist Government has noti- 
fied the International Red Cross Com- 
mittee that the Greeks must release all 
Turkish civil prisoners immediately or 
the Turks will declare all Greek civilians 
in Anatolia prisoners of war.

ruin to the strongest nations in Europe. 

“*The action of the American Govern- 
ment in endeavoring to prevent. the: 
debtor nations from meéting their obli-. 
gations to America—by means of tariff: 
barriers—does not differ from the action: 
of European nations in erecting tariff’ 
barriers to the import of goods from 
the nations which are indebted to them: 
either for loans or for reparations,’’ 
said Sir George. 

‘The statesmen of all nations are in- 
deed engaged in a common ‘effert te 
prevent the nations from meeting their. 
obligations to each other and thus ree. 
ducing the whole world to bankruptcy.° 
Already the policy of the statesmen of 
Europe is fast bringing the strongest 
nations of Europe to ruin. and before 


long the statesmen of the other nations 
of the world, if permitted to do so, 
will bring their countries into a similar. 
condition. - 


Demands Changed Policy. 


“It is therefore of the greatest pos- 
sible moment that the business men 
and peoples of all nations should seek 
to understand and to realize the dis- 
astrous consequences that must ensue 


from the present policies of those re- 
sponsible for national and internationa” 
affairs, and should insist upon such 
changes of policy as will avert the 
catastrophe toward which the entire 
world is now moving with ever-increas- 
ing rapidity.’’ 

After os of the disorganization 
which the war had creaféd, the speaker- 
sa ° 

‘““A great foreign debt has been placed 
upon Germany for reparations, a debt 
so great that it is entirely beyond her 
power to meet. The sum is indeed 80, 
great that it has destroyed whatever 
power she would otherwise have pos- 
sessed of assisting the war-injured na-" 
tions to obtain the credit they needed. 
for the purpose of reconstructioni”’ ; 


Say Britain Still Is Crediter, ~~ 


Great Britain is still the great creditor: 
nation of the world because of her, huge 
investments in foreign countries, Sir 
George declared, and added: 

‘‘ Great Britain has been a creditor na- 
tion for many generations and under- 
stands that it carries with it responsi-. 


bilities as well as privileges, and that if 
her credits are to be good she’ must hely 
to promote the productive power and the 
selling power of the nations to which 
she has supplied so large a percentage 
of her total capital. The British people 
are willing to give a free market in 
Great Britain to the produce and goods 
of the debtor nations and, moreover, are 
willing to buy that produce with the 
greatest freedom. 

“On the other hand, the very fact 
that up to the war America was a debtor 
nation, and was “consequently more 
anxious to sell than to buy, has pre- 
vented the American people from realiz- 
ing that the extraordinary change which 
the war has effected in their fortunes 
by converting them from a debtor to a 
creditor nation demands a change in 
their point of view. A creditor nation 
with a large income from foreign in- 
vestments must be willing to buy more 
than it sells if it is to receive payment 
for the interest due to it, A nation may 
be quite solvent, but if a creditor nation 
refuses to accept payment either in 
goods or in services, then it is difficult 
for payment to be made.’’ 


Barnes Hails Prosperity. 


Julius Barnes put forward the view, 
during the evening discussion, which 
was entirely on the inter-alliled debt, 
that the warnings for three years that 
the United States needed foreign trade 
for prosperity had not been proved true. 

‘This prubably is ultimately true,” 
he said, ‘‘ but, so far, the evidence of, 


actual trade development has not sus- 
tained this contention... Judged by all 
the measures of a prosperous industry, 
by aggregate car loadings, by steel pro- 
duction, by operating output of typical 
industries such as the automobile sec- 
tion, by market strength ir prices of 
stocks and bonds, by the figures of total 
savings accounts and their rate of in- 
crease—by all these méasures, America 
is today possessed at home of a sub- 
stantial prosperity. 

‘‘ Within the short Space of a single 
year, from a condition of 4,000,000 un- 
employed, America has emerged to a 
condition of full employment. This pres- 
ent era of prosperous trade at home may 
be a present-time aecident, but it is to- 
day the visible evidence that our indus- 
tries are not languishing under the 
weight of an allied debt. Therefore, on 
the ground of economics alone, the 
present condition of American industry 
is not such as to crystallize at this time 
a public opinion favorable to their re- 
mission.”’ 


Looks to Inventions. 


Neither debts nor tariffs nor anything 
else will affect the future prosperity of 
the export trade of America so much 
as scientific and inventive progress, in 
the opinion of George Ed Smith, Presi- 
dent of the Royal Typewriter Company. 

‘“‘It is a question whether the can- 
cellation of these debts could be made 


the means of stopping inflation—infla- 
tion can only be stopped by strong 
governments,”’ he said. ‘* It seems quite 
certain that a reaction in exchange with 
at least some countries would 
undesirable from the immediate {fn- 
dustrial standpoint; any sudden . re- 
adjustment might be disastrous.’”’

Fur Skins Dyed and Dressed. 
A substantial increagp in the number 
of skins dyed and dressed during the 


first nine months of the current year 
over the same periods in 1921 and 1920 
is shown in figures issued yesterday by 
the Fur Dressers and Fur Dyers’ As- 
sociation, Inc. Up to Sept. 80 of the 
current year there were 24,001,324 skins 
dressed and 15,172,528 pelts dyed. For 
the corresponding time in 1021, the 
amounts were respectively, 23,037,445 and 
12,078,976 skins. The figures for the 
same period in 1920 were 20,832,838 and 
11,033,473. In the staple skins dressed 
this year, muskrat is by far the leader, 
there having been 448 of them 
treated. Coming next in number of

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. — Commis- 
sioner Frederick I. Thompson of the 
United States Shipping Board, who tried 
today to resign to devote himself to 
newspaper properties in Alabama, in- 
cluding the: recently acquired Birming- 
ham Age Herald, heeded a strong per- 
sonal appeal by Chairman Lasker to 
serve until after Congress determines 
the fate of the Administration’s ship 
subsidy bill and features of liquidation 
and administration pending under Mr. 
Thompson’s direction have been con- 
cluded. 

Commissioner Thompson said tonight 
that his two years with the board 
had brought him to the conclusion that 
ho more important question was before 
the American people than that of bulld- 
ing up an American merchant marine, 
and that he ‘‘had no doubt but that 
the pending legislation, when and if 
enacted, would accomplish much toward 
establishing American-Flag ships on the 
high seas."" He added that in no other 
way could an American merchant ma- 
rine be definitely assured to the Amer- 
ican people. 

Chairman Lasker praised Mr. Thomp- 
son’s unselfishness in staying.

COMPANY LAUNCHED 


With $1,000,000 Capital It Ac- 
quires Sites Up-State Totaling 
98,000 Horsepower. 


Plans for making possible the fullest 
utilization of the power of the streams 
of Northern New York State were made 
known yesterday in the announcement 
of the organization of the Power Cor- 
poration of New York, backed by inter- 
ests affiliated with the Northern New 
York Utilities, Inc, and the Northern 
New York Trust Co. 

The new corporation, which has a cap- 
{talization of $1,000,000 preferred and 
300,000 shares of no par value common 
stock and an authorization to issue $5,- 
000,000 in bonds, has acquired by pur- 
chase from St. Regis Paper Company and 
the Hanna Paper Corporation the water 
powers at the six mills of thesecom- 
panies, developing some 38,000 horse- 
power. In addition, the new corporation 
has acquired water powers on the Ka- 
quette River, near the power properties 
of the Aluminum Company of America, 
capable of developing anadditional 60,060 
horsepower. This Is said to be the 
largest aggregate of hydraulic power in 
Ney York State and the East, with the 
exception of the Niagara Falls develop- 


ment.

“is a part of the program for the fullest 
utilization of the wer of the streams 
of Northern New York. Its object is to 
make easier the building of storage 
reservoirs and to facilitate the distribu- 
tion of surplus water power generated 
at paper plants. At present, if power at 
the mills of the St. Regis and Hanna 
Companies is not being used for the 
manufacture of paper, it is idle; but 
under this scheme the power company 
will be able to distribute it commercially, 
thus getting the fullest use of the power. 
When the mechanical water power plants 
have been made into hydro-electric 
plants, there will be avallable a large 
amount of power over and above that 
needed for the full operations of the 
mills. The Power Corporation will be 
able to transmit this power in full when 
the mills are not running, or will be able 
at all times to market the surplus power 
generated even with the mills at capacity 
operation.” 

In connection with the announcement 
of the formation of the new power com- 
pany, it became known yesterday that 
the 26,000 horse power of electrical 
energy being generated by the Northern 
New York Utilities, Inc., at Brown's 
Falls is to be sold to the Utica Gas and 
Electric Company and will be trans- 
mitted over lines now under construction 
from the power site in St. Lawrence 
County.

**In case the participation of a mem- 
ber in a promotion is regarded as un- 
desirable, he will be so informed by the 
board.

NEW TRADE BODY IN CHINA. 


‘Business Men Organize the Asso- 
clated Chambers of Commerce. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 25 (Associated 
Press).—At a meeting here of delegates 
from the American Chambers of Com- 
merce of, Shanghai, Tientsin, Peking and 
Hankow a body styled the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of China was 
organized and a program was outlined 
for the betterment of trade conditions in 
the Orient. 

The new organization will represent 
general American interests throughout 
China, including Manchuria, Tibet and 
Mongolia. Its purpose also has to do 
with the co-ordinating of efforts toward 
improvement in finance, commerce and 
shipping. 

The delegates voted approval of Secre- 
tarv Hoover's recent appointments and 
pledged the co-operation of the organi- 
zation in supply data to the finance 
investigating committee whose purpose 
is the protection of American invest- 
ments in China. A _ resolution was 
adopted urging the United States to in- 
clude China in any conference which 
might be called to readjust world 
finance. 2 

The body discussed the defaults of 
China on American loans and depre- 
cated the effect these defaults would 
have on American trade and China's 
credit. 

The acute need of more complete news 
reports in China was expressed at the 
meeting, and Washington will be urged 
to extend to China the wireless press 
rates now available to Manila. 

The organization voted to urge Presi- 
dent Harding to appont the strongest 
tariff commission.

STOCK SELLS UP TO 491, 


Action of Rallroad Means an In- 


creased Distribution of $10,- 
000,000 a Year. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Directors today in- 
creased the quarterly dividend from 1 to 
1% per cent. This restores the dividend 
tofthe basis of 6 per cent. per annum. 
| The quarterly dividend was cut from 
1% to 1 per cent. in April, 1921. 

“When the Pennsylvania can afford it 
the 6 per cent. dividend will be restored. 
That is the rate we want to pay and 
that is the rate we will pay when our 
business warrants it,” 

So declared Directors of the company 


in 1921, when the rate was reduced from 
6 per cent. to 4 per cent. Yesterday, 
after a seventeen-month interval, in 
which the lower rate was paid, the Di- 
rectors voted to restore the 6 per cent. 
and checks for the distribution on this 
basis will be mailed to stockholders of 
record Nov. 1 on Nov. 29. 

In recognition of the fact that the old 
rate had been restored, the stock sold 
up to 49%, its highest price since the 
Fall of 1918, and in fact was one of 
the features of the railroad group. It is 
the second railroad system to increase 
its distribution to stockholders within 
the past two days. The other was Nor- 
folk & Western, whose Directors voted 
an extra dividend of $1 per share on the 
common stock on the previous day, 
| ‘There is $500,000,000 of Pennsylvania 
stock olttstanding, and the action of 
Directors yesterday means an increase 
of $10,000, d00 per year in the distribu- 
tion—or the difference between 4 per 
cent. and 6 per cent. It is generally 
recognized in the financial district that 
the new rate of 6 per cent. will -be 
maintained and that the increase in 
traffic during the last few months, since 
the turn in business, has made possible 
the change in the rate. 

The action of the Pennsylvania Direc- 
tors, as well as the action of Norfolk & 
' Western Directors, reflects the return 
of sdmething like normal operating con- 
ditions on the trunk line systems of the 
country. The end of the labor troubles, 
too, was a factor of importance in bring- 
ing about better earnings. The strike 
expenses have just about been paid, and 
monthly balance sheets no longer reflect 
deductions for this account. 

On the other hand, income from com- 
mercial traffic continues on the up- 
grade. Very little doubt is expressed 
that in the full twelve months of the 
year the Pennsylvania will earn the full 
6 per cent. it now is paying.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Cotton 
ginned prior to Oct. 18 amounted to 6,- 
962,034 running bales, counting 128,487 
round bales as half bales, and including 
8,394 bales of American Egyptian and 
2,158 Bales of Sea Island, the Census 
Bureau announced today in its third gin- 
ning report of the season. 

Ginnings prior to Oct. 18 last year 
amounted to 6,497,364 running bales, 
counting 98,460 round bales as half bales, 
and including 7,520 bales of American 
Egyptian and 1,339 bales of Sea Island. 
To that date in 1920 ginnings were 6,- 
754,582 running bales, counting 140,099 


round bales as half bales, and including 
14,812 bales of American Egyptian and 
334 bales of Sea Island. 

’ Revised statistics on ginnings prior to 
Sept. 25. were announced as 3,863,706 
bales. The number of ginneries operated 
}to that date was 12,908.

WEATHER HELPS COTTON. 


rable, Too, for Harvesting Other 
Crops and Corn Husking.

|. The weekly weather report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, issued at 
Washington yesterday, in part follows: 

‘* Recent weather conditions have been 
favorable for satisfactory development 
of late cotton bolls in North Carolina, 
especially in the upper clay soil sec- 
tions; the crop has been mostly picked 
| from the lighter The weather 
| was generally favorable throughout the 
belt for outdoor work, and picking and 
ginning, where not completed, made sat- 
isfactory progress: 

‘**Harvest was about completed in 
| Texas, except in the extreme west and 
northwest, and was nearing completion 
in Oklahoma. The cotton crop had been 
gathered and mostly ginned in Louisiana, 
while picking was nearly completed in 
Arkansas. It was practically all gath- 
ered in Georgia, and was nearly all in 
in Tennessee except on lowlands, 

‘“Husking continued rapidly, with 
| favorable weather conditions, in prac- 
| tically all corn districts. Cribbing was 
under way in Kansas and Missouri, but 
it was rather too warm in lowa for crib- 
bing in large quantities, although the

Bank of France Official Thus 
Explains Present Weakness 
of French Exchange. 


FRENCH INDUSTRY REVIVES

Blast Furnaces Idle Since War.Re- 
Sume—Large Purchase of Amer- 
lean Wool and Cétton. 


PARIS, Oct. 25 (Associated Press).— 
The buying of dollars by British banks 
with French francs in their possession 
fs said by French. financiers to be the 
Principal cause of the present weakness 
of the franc. The dollars were used by 
the British to pay the interest on their 
‘War debt to the United States. 

Bankers and the financial authorities 
of the Government appear undisturbed 
by the rise of the dollar and the pound. 
, “It is rarely possible to put one’s 
finger on the actual circumstances af- 
fecting exchange,"’ said a high official 
ef the Bank of France to The Asso- 
“elated Press today. Then, attempting to 
express himself by using an American 
colloquialism, added: ‘‘ But this time 
‘we can locate the colored gentleman in 
the woodpile.”’ 

“The British banks and the British 
Treasury, which have long been accumu- 
lating French francs, have used them, 
es was their right to do, to buy the 
_Gollarg they needed instead of using 
pounds,’’ he continued. ‘‘ The conse- 


quence was that the payment of the big 
gum of interest to the United States had 
no bad effect on the pound. On the 
eontrary, British exchange profited by 
the subsequent depreciation of the 
franc,” 

The British banks, having disposed of 
their francs, cannot repeat such an op- 
eration easily egain, it was pointed out. 

ere are other factors in the situation, 
which also are regarded as temporary, 
‘guch as the large purchases of wool and 
i'eotton in the United States by French 
P Mpnufacturers. 
,..“* They are not alone temporary but 

@y are immensely encouraging,'’ said 
\the head of the economic research de- 
partment of a leading French bank. 

“They show signs of revival of French 
fndustry. The importation of such raw 
Material means the exportation of the 
Manufactured product.”

CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—Interests on both 
sides of wheat had geveral innings dur- 
ing the day. The bear interests were 
more aggressive, and offerings increased 
on every bulge, while the breaks recov- 
ery, combined with buying by Eastern 
houses and by strong interests who be- 
lieved that wheat prices had dropped low 
enough, made several sharp rallies.

Hedging sales against North- 
western accumulations are going into 
May and July wheat at Chicago, which 
tends to weaken them, while light ‘offer- 
ings and the maintenance of cash 
premiums strengthens December. 

Milling demand is fair, with 65,000 
bushels sold here. Export sales of 
Manitoba's wheat were around 300,000 
bushels, in addition to 200 barrels of 
Canadian flour sold to Greece. 

The Greek order for 1,400,000 bushels of 
wheat, mostly ga oy has not been 
filled. Reports from the Winter wheat 
country are unfavorable, drought in the 
leading States being the worst since 
1894, as reported by P. S. Goodman to 
Clement@ Curtis.

This report, while generally com- 
mented on, had little effect as a market 
factor, as prices declined after its ig-

Action of the corn market was in sym- 
pathy with that of wheat, December 
being taken by shorts and export houses 
and gained % cents for the day, closing 
at the best prices, 66 to 66% cents.

EASILY ABSORBED 


Early Setback in Cotton Is 


Overcome and Prices Gain 
15 to 20 Points. 


What is generally regarded as about 
the most important census report of the 
season, Which was issued yesterday, 
showed 6,962,000 bales of cotton ginned 
to Oct. 17.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Representa- 
tive James A. Frear of Wisconsin to-

That He Favors Giving Workers | 


his moral support to the striking coal 
miners of Somerset County, Pa., a dele- 
gation of whom have been for the last 
ten days picketing the offices of the 
Berwind-White Coal Company, at 11 
Broadway. Mr. Rockefeller is a stock- 
holder in the Consolidated Coal Com- 
pany, whose miners are on strike, and 
the mine workers have had under con- 
sideration the picketing of the Rockefel- 
ler offices at 26 Broadway, and the of- 
fices of the Consolidation Coal Company, 
67 Wall Street. 

In a telegram to F. Ernest Johnson, 
Secretary of the Research Department 
of the Federal Council of Churches, 
dated Battle Creek, Mich., Mr. Rockefel- 
ler said:

‘I am glad to reply to the questions 
which you ask me in your recent lette: 
in regard to the situation in Somerset 
County, Pa. 

‘“‘T am not now, nor have I ever been, 
a stockholder in, or in any way connect- 
ed with, the Berwind-White compan. 
directly or indirectly. I am, however, a 
stockholder with a minority interest in | 
the other company which you mention, | 
namely, the Consolidation Coal ‘Com- | 
pany. As a minority stockholder, I have 
no legal power, even if I were so dis- 
posed, to dictate the policies of that 
company. Moreover, I must concede the 
administrative rights of management 
within certain limits of authority and 
responsibility. Apart from these usual 
and recognized limitations, whether 
legal or administrative, I am now, and 
long have been, a believer in the moral 
responsibilities of stockholders, 

‘‘In this special case of Somerset 
County, Pennsylvania, I have not hesi- 
tated to accept my personal responsibil- 
ity or to record my own position. This 
I have done directly and through com- 
petent representatives. I believe that 
the underlying grievances of the miners 
in this district are well founded, and I 
have urged with all the sincerity and 
vigor at my command that the present 
labor policy of the operators, which 
seems to me to be both unwise and un- 
just, be radically altered. 

“It is my understanding that the oper- 
ators in the Somerset County coal mines 


have hitherto denied their employes all 
voice and Share in determining their 
working conditions and any adequate 
machinery for the uncovering and ad- 
justment of grievances. The day has 
passed when such a position can justly 
be maintained by any employer, or group 
of employers, in a country like ours. 
I have long advocated, and never more 
earnestly than now, a labor policy which 
concedes to the employes in every in- 
dustrial unit what I believe to be a 
fundamental right, namely, the right to 
representation in the determination of 
those matters which affect their own in- 
terests. 

‘As a member of President Wilson’s 
first Industrial Conference, I used these 
words: 

Representation is a principle which is 
fundamentally just and vital to the suc- 
cessful conduct of industry. This is the 
principle upon which’ the democratic Gov- 
ernment of our country is founded. On 
the battlefields of France this nation 
poured out its blood freely in order that 
democrdcy might be maintained and that 
its beneficent institutions might become 
available in other lands as weil. Surely 
it {s not consistent for us as Americans 
to demand democracy in government and 
practice autocracy in industry, 


“This is a conviction I have long 
hel¢ It is a principle which, fn the 
capacity of an individual stockholder, I 
have vigorously urged as the most prom- 
ising measure for putting an end to 
Se misunderstanding and _ con- 
ick.*" 


BISHOP BROWN REFUSES | 
TO SEE HERESY BOARD | 


Declares Report That He Is Men- 
tally Irresponsible Must Be 
Disposed of First.

GALION, Ohio, Oct. 25.—Bishop Wil- 
liam Montgomery Brown has declined a 
request to receive, on Oct. 27, the com- 
mittee appointed by the House of Bish- 
ops of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
to confer with him on the charges of 
heresy preferred against him at the re- 
cent general convention of the Church. 

‘‘The petition of the Council of. the 
Diocese of Arkansas to the House of 
Bishops for the trial of me on account 
of my heretical representations in the 
booklet, ‘Communism and Christianism,’ 
was denied because, as THE New Yorx 
Times reported, many of the Bishops 
considered me to be mentally irresponsi- 
ble,’’ Bishop Brown said today. 

‘‘Immediately upon reading this re- 
port I made alternative offers to the 
House, either to present myself for ex- 
amination by alienists, choosing the Pro- 
fessors of Psychology in Yale, Colum- 
bia. and Johns Hopkins University, or else 
to resign my seat in the House, if my 
brethren would go on record as believing 
the representations of the Bible, literally 
interpreted, concerning the creation of 
Adam and Eve, the planting of the Gar- 
den of Eden, the fall of Adam and Hve 
and its effects, the birth of Jesus, His 
death and descent to Hell, His resurrec- 
tion and ascension to Heaven, and His 


second coming to raise all deceased men 

women and children from the dead and
